the governor, by Mr. M. R. Dudley, his private secretary, 
to wit: 


Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representattccs: 


At a season of unusual pressure and prostration of com- : 
mercial operations, growing out of the general derange- 
ment of our fiscal concerns—when every energy has been ex- 
erted to bear up under a combination of the most untoward - 
circumstances, and when the distress brought upon the 
country has been borne with unequalled patience by a warm 
and confiding people, relying upon the wisdom and action 
of Congress, for the adoption of some measure that should 
at least wear the appearance of general relief—we are giv- 
en to understand that we must shift for ourselves; that the 
regulation of, or interference with these great interests, 
does not @me within ihe province of that body; and in 
obedience with this extraordinary idea, nothing has been 
effected beyond providing for the mere fiscal operations of — 
ihe government through the Treasury Depariment, and the 
extension of the custom-house bonds. Chagrined and dis- 
appointed at this avowal, and the selfish policy pursued by 
the government, the patriot turns with disgust from the 
cold indifference with which the best interests of bis coun- 
try had been neglected, and reposes wiih renewed confi- 
dence upon the state authorities. Thrown upon our own 
resources, the necessity of your action becomes the more 
urgent. Atsuch a juncture, your arrival, as the immediate 
representatives of the people of Mississippi at the seat of 
government, is auspicious, and will be hailed as the precur- 
sor of better things. i 

The existing embarrassment of the community, and its 
impending distress, call upon you, under the emergency, to 
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-atone in some degree,-for the improvident measures and 
omissions of previous legislatures, by restoring, as far as 
youraction can affect it, that wonted confidence and aid to 
enterprise and business, upon which the country has been 
accustomed to rely'and prosper. 

{ do not concur in the opinion so currently advanced, that 
legislation can affect nothing; and far less am I disposed to 
indulge in cold unfeeling lectures upon industry and econo- 
my, when many of our fellow citizens are about to be strip- 
ped oftheir last pittance. It is true that there are instan- 
ces of individual distress, which no change of times, howev- 
er favorable, could relieve, and which are consequently be- 
yond the reach of your aid; but this remark is very far from 
being applicable to the community at large. There is a 
general embarrassment hanging over us, which, for the 
moment, impedes;the rapid growth and prosperity of the 
state; but the rich product of the present season, with 
the addition of that of the next, will go very far to re- 
lieve the community from its present difficulties ; and the 
boyant spirit—the untiring energy, and the persevering en- 
terprize of our citizens, need only to he aided by the credit 
of the state to rise superior to these severe, but temporary 
reverses. 

The pressing demand for money, and the very limited 
facilities in obtaining it, make it incumbent upon your bo- 
dy to adopt some measure that may enable our citizens to 
anticipate another crop, and to retain as a spring to in- 
dustry, a portion of the means now in their possession to 
operate upon. 

I submit with due deference the following sug¥estion for 
your consideration, as bearing more or less directly upon 
the subject, and presenting the most probable means of 
effecting the object. First,—whether existing circumstan- 
ces do not require some action that shall sustain the banks, 
and at the same time secure to individuals an additional ac- 
commodation—whether the sanction of your body to the 
charter of the “ Mississippi Union Bank,” should not be 
immediately followed by certain amendments—whether 
our present difficulties do not demand your prompt action 
in authorizing the issue of five or six millions of dollars in 
state bonds—and lastly, whether an expression of your bo- 
dy relative to the establishment of a national bank may not 
be proper. 

As the value of our circulating medium depends upon the 
solvency of the banks, and the immediate or remote con- 
vertibility of their issues info specie ; a knowledge of their 
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true condition is necessary to the restoration of that degree 
of confidence to which they are justly entitled, as well as- 
to enable you to form some estimate of their abilíty,and the: 
relief that may be reasonably expected from their further 
accommodations. It may be well, therefore; preparatory 
to the adoption of such remedial measures as you may deem 
necessary, briefly to recur to their history, constitution, and 
management, in order to detect the defects and abuses, if 
any exist or have been practiced, and the agency théy máy- 
have had in producing or increasing the derangement. 

During tbe existence of the old * Bank of Mississippi," 
there was, as I conceived from.its very limited: capital, an 
cvident'inability to supply by its issues a sufficient circulat- 
‘ing currency to answer the real wants of the country; and 
under this impression, I was desirous thatils charter should: 
be amended for the purpose of increasing its capital, and 
taking in the State as a considerable stockholder, and there- 
by supersede the necessity ef creating other banks; but the 
„proposition was objected to, and the urgent demands of the 
‘community led to the establishment of the Planters’ Bank. 

A considerable time, however, elapsed before th's insti- 
tution got into operation, and in the interim the “ Agricul- 
tural Bank” was chartered. This grant was urged and car- 
ried as a compromise upon the plea of injustice done the 
old bank, iu chartering the Planters’ Bank, and the great 
necessity that existed to provide for the deficit to ensue ih 
{he circulating medium, from the withdrawal of the branch 
of the * United States Bank.” 

This was succeeded by the application for the West Fe- 
liciana and Woodville Rail Road with banking privileges, 
which was opposed as being dangerous in its tendency, as 
it would lead to mumerous applications, which being urged 
and demanded asa matter of right under the precedent, 
could not be resisted. But the interest enlisted, and the 
plausible argument of aiding internal improvement, and 
promotingthe general prosperity, carried it through, and I 
need not add that the predictions of the time have been fully 
verified. 5 - 

In eliciting your attention to the charters and general 
operations of our banks, I shall confine my remarks mainly 
to the Planters’ Bank: not for the purpose of charging 
abuses upon that institution to the exclusion of others, but 
for the sake of brevity, and for the reason that the state be- 
ing deeply interested as a stockholder and director, and its 
character and: credit being in some degree involved in the 
management, it more eer claims your attention, Nor 
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is it my purpose in touching upon what I may consider 
errors, to impugn or animadvert upon its general manage- 
ment, or that of other banks. Anger and censure would 
probably be betterdirected to those who brought the mass 
of them into existence—to those who opened the way, 
4empted and invited to enlarged issues; and to the failure of 
the legislature to prescribe the necessary restraints, than to 
the banks or their directors. 

` The provision exempting the stock of this bank from 
taxation, and the one protecting its transactions from 
thorough investigation, I have always considered objection- 
able on account of their unequal and discriminating char- 
acters. Touching its management, so far as I am advised, 
I am induced to believe that most, or aH that can properly 
be objected to, may be traced, first, to its participating too 
freely in the views and interest of various commission 
houses; and secondly, in its becoming the depository ofa 
portion of the public revenuc—the one by a anion of in- 
terests strongly tempting to avarice—the other, by its 
mereased means, prompting io over issues. 

The almost unlimited credit given to the accepted paper 
of these comniission houses, and the favorable rate of ex- 
change, induced the Bank in some degree, to overlook its 
obligations to the community at large, and to indulge too 

reely in the purchase of bills; which gave to these houses 
the use and control of an undue proportion of iis capital, as 
it was through them alone that the planters and traders 
(with very limited exceptions) were enabled to procure 
money. Stimulated with the prospect of gain, these houses 
extended with a reckless imprudence their operations, pro- 
ducing a factitious state of things vindicating by ihe en- 
lianced value of property a redundancy in the money mar- 
ket, when in point of fact the supply was so inadequate to 
the urgent demands, that the rate of interest rose to double 
its ordinary standard. "The charge has been made and re- 
iterated, that the banks have overacted, and that thé policy 
pursued by them has contributed largely to the embarrass- 
ments of (he country. Although their acts are not entirely 
defensible, yet much may be said in eatenuation: Where 
lies the original cause? Who tempted and urged them to 
this course? The answers may be found in their reception 
of 4he public deposites, and the instructions given by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to the Deposite Banks. ? 

It seems to.me there was an cvident impropriety in the 
Planters’ Bank becoming the receptacle of the national 
funds for several reasons.. The benefits to be realized to a` 
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bank, from the use ofa fund held by so precarious a tenure; 
must be greatly impaired if not destroyed; and its loans 
must be embarrassing to all parties, but especially so to the 
institution. It gave an opportunity for an insidious tamper- 
ing, which with different materials to operate upon, might 
have led to an influence and control highly derogatory to. 
the dignity and sovereignty of the state. 

Mr. Taney, in his letter to the Girard Bank says, “The 
deposite of the public money will enable you to afford in- 
ereased facilities to. commerce and to extend. yonr accom- 
modations to individuals; and as the duties which are pay- 
able to the Government arise from the business and enter- 
prise of the merchants engaged in foreign trade, it is but 
reasonable that they should be preferred in the additional 
accommodations which the public deposites will enable your 
institution to give, whenever it can be done without injus-- 
tice to the claims of other classes of the community." The 
two banks of this State, so far as I am enabled to judge, 
have acted in accordance with the spirit and letter of this 
instruction, and particularly as regards ihe preference to 
. be given, and it may be worthy of remark, that a very 
large portion of the fund thus loaned, is now in suspension. 

In this posture of affairs the * specie circular" made its 
appearance, which had the effect of disturbing the course 
of exchange, by making gold and silver worth more than 
bank bills, and causing a sudden demand and continued 
zun for specie. The banks made every effort by narrowing 
their discounts, and confining their operations to the pur- 
chase of biHs to be converted into specie,in order to méet 
the demand for coin ; and if these bills could have been 
made available, I have little doubt that they could, and 
would have sustained themselves. ] 

Under these circumstances it is to be regretted that ihe 
late President should have taken occasion to remark that 
‘ the history of the world never has recorded such base 
treachery and perfidy as has been committed by the depo- 
site banks against the government." As to the accuracy. 
of this‘sweeping denunciation in its general application, É 
am not prepared to speak with precision, but the charge, 
as applied to the banks of this State, will probably gain lit- 
tle credence, opposed as it is by the known high character 
of their officers and directors. The course pursued by the 
Planters’ Bank, since the suspension of specie payments, 
must show that the impression was founded in ertor. It’ 
seems that the bank adopted resolutions to pay interest on. 
its circulation—to make no dividend—to make no new 
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loans, nor to do anything by which its circulation would be 
increased; and I presume that the conduct of the Agricul- 
tural Bank is alike defensible. 

Individuals have no doubt indiscreetly pushed their wild 
speculations, but they toowere encouraged by the prospect 
of obtaining increased facilities through the creation of 
new banks; thus it would seem that the banks. and indiri- 
duals have both overacted, and have equally incurred the 
risks and vicissitudes of trade; and by an unfavorable 
change of circumstances, both became cramped and em- 
barrassed in their operations. At length the intensity ofthe 
pressure, operating upon the banks as individuals, caused a 
suspension of specie payments, which by cutting off all 
facilities for borrowing, placed us in the most trying sit- 
vation, upon ihe issue of. which depended the credit of 
the State; and requiring of this community the utmost 
firmness and respect for the supremacy of the laws and-good‘ 
order. That both have been so far nobly sustained, must 
remain a source of proud gratification. The eyes of 
sister States have been turned upon us with distrust, but the 
manner in which the shock has been borne must disabuse 
the public mind, and not only restore confidence in our good 
faith, but may justly challenge a share of their admira- 
tion. 

Thus situated, sound policy requires your best aid to sus- 
fain and not to crush our institutions—to remedy and not too 
rigidly enforce the penalty of the bond. 

The Ialest information relative to the European money 
market, presents the prospect of: a favorable negotiation of 
the State bonds proposed to be issued under the charter of 
the “Mississippi Union Bank.” 

Ga à former occasion, I suggested, that in the organiza 
tion of such an institution involving so deeply the interest 
and credit of the State, the atiention of tbe legislature 
would properly be directed to a close scrutiny of the provi- 

sions of its charter; and in throwing around it the most 
guarded restrictions for the greater safety of the State; and 
to that communication I again invite your consideration. 
In addition to ihe amendments there recommended, J will 
here remark, that the policy of the provision entitling the 
State to onc-tenth of the whole profits of. the bank in con-. 
sideration of its bonds may be well questioned. The State 
cen have no motive in making such a transaction a matter 
of profit. In loaning its credit to carry into effect this in- 
stitution, it should be influenced from higher considerations, 
that of the interest and prosperity of the whole community.

All it can desire, is an ample indemnity against the risk 
and any ultimate loss on the bonds. It would accord bet- 
ter perhaps with the character and interest of the State, to 
substitute for this provision, the insertion of some additional 
security to the State. 

There seems to be some ambiguity in the construction to 
- be placed upon the eighth section, as to the value to be fixed 
upon tlie property mortgaged for the payment of stock by 
subscribers. From its reading I arrive at the conclusion, 
that all the property mortgaged for that purpose, with the 
exception of houses, is to be taken at its fair valuation as 
fixed by the commissioners. From the ninth section I un- 
derstand that the corporation is invested with a discretion- 
ary power to loan, to negotiate, to take morigages and 
pledges, and to discount on such terms, and such securities 
as they shall judge proper. This clause would seem to 
apply to mortgages given for the payment of notes discount- 
ed, and not for those given for stock; and vesis the power 
in the corporalion to take the properly proposed to be mort- 
gaged at its estimated value, or to make any deduction they 
may think proper. The twenty-sixth section, however, 
mates the discretionary power general, and the inference 
is, that the board of directors have the right to receive the 
mortgaged property atits appraised value, both in payment 
of stock subscribed for, and for the payment of notes 
discounted. This|feature must be highly objectionable. 
itis calculated to produce heart-burnings and much dissatis- 
faction. If the property of one applicant be received at 
valuation by the commissioners, and that of another be re- 
. duced, the consequences may be readily conceived. i 

therefore recommend that this discretion given the board 
be restricted; and for the better security of the State, 
that it be enjoined upon it not to take property offered at 
more than one-half the value placed upon it by the commis- 
sioners, or at most two-thirds. 

The demands that are now bearing most heavily upon 
our citizens, and in the arrangement of which there is most 
difficulty, are those of non-residents; and if a prolonged 
suspension of specie payments cn ihe part of the banks 
should be deemed indispensable, a gencral demand for spe-: 
cie in payment of debts may be apprehended. Under the 
Constitution of the United States, bank notes are not a 
: legal tender; yet from general usage their receivability in 
payment of all debts contracted in the State is strongly im- 
plied. The person who contracts a debt, has the undoubt- 
ed right to stipulate for its payment in such issues as consti- 
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tute the circulating currency of the State; but from their 

ready convertibility into-specie for years past, the necessity 

for such stipulations was not thought of. "This fact, with a 

reference to the existence of an abundant mixed currency 

at the time these debts were contracted, and a combination. 
of circumstances subsequently causing a sudden failure of 
the banks to redeem their notes with specie, and thereby 

giving to it a value over its representative which did not 

previously exist, should be quite sufficient either to waive 

the demand for specie, or to induce the utmost forbearance 

on the part of creditors. An attempt on their part to ex- 
port specie, and thus secure to themselves, the premium it 
commands, in addition to the legal interést, which under 
their contracts is all that was anticipated, would be scarce- 

ly less exceptionable than a direct interference on the 
part ofthe legislature. To quiet the apprehension alluded 
to, and to spare our citizens so severe an additional trial, the 
propriety of some timely aid through the action of your 
body can scarcely be doubted. 

Under the impression that an enlarged accommodatien 
was nccessary to meet the crisis, when all confidence was 
destroyed by a sudden revulsion in our pecuniary matters, I 
was induced at the late session of the legislature to recom- 

“mend, and anticipated some relief from the Post Note Bill; 

but the banks have so far declined issuing such notes. To 
what extent they may yet be disposed to extend their ac- 
commodations as a measure of relief, I cannot pretend to 
form an opinion. The almost unlimited, but misplaced con- 
fidence, seems to have given way to an unreasonable dis- 
trust, and a widely exteuded credit was suddenly followed 
by a refusal on the part of the banks to extend any accom- 
modations. Ona similar occasion, and during a severe 
pressure in London, when the Bank of England thought it 
nct advisable to enlarge its issues io meet the increased 
demand, Parliament, by the loan of exchequer bills, speedi- 
ly relieved the distress. I mention this circumstance as de- 
mensirating the fact, thet an enlarged accommodation at such 
a crisis is necessary to the restoration of confidence. l 

For this purpose I recommend to your favorable considera- 
tion the issue of five or six millions of dollars in State bonds 
crawipg an interest of six per cent. and redeemable in 
three years. The cbject cf this measure may be carried 
into effect by the establishment ofa loan office for that pur- 
pose; orit may be done by an arrangement with some of 
cur banks. If by a loan office, the bonds may be loaned 
ciscctly to individuals upon their notes af ore and two 
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years, properly endorsed, and secured if necessary by a 
mortgage on real estate, and at a discount of eight or nine 
per cent. That such bonds will be freely received in 
the payment. of debts due from our citizens need not be 
doubted. 

1f, however, a suitable arrangement can be made with 
the banks, itis probable that the restoration of confidence 
will be more general, and that this mode will afford increas- 
ed facilities. Ifthis latter plan be adopted, the bonds may 
be loaned to the selected banks, upon such terms asmay be 
agreed upon; requiring of them to issue post-notes, to the 
amount loaned, drawing am interest to correspond with that 
ofthe bonds, and payable atsix or twelve months, as may 
be thought most advisable, in New York, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore, in the current bank bills of these cities. "This 
scheme imposes no additional responsibility on the banks, 
as I presume the bonds can be disposed of in the Northern 
market at par, so as to place the banksin funds to redeem 
their issues before maturity. Andas the circulating cur- 
rency of the States in which the eontemplated issues are 
made payable, will be readily received in discharge of de- , 
mands against our citizens, specie need not be exacted 
by the banks here, in the disposition of the bonds, which 
may probably facilitate their negociation. It may be re- 
quired of the banks to collect and place to ihe credit of the 
State the proceeds of the notes they discount, and that the 
bonds shali not be sold below their par value. 

To this measure of rclief, it may possibly be objected, 
that the right of the States to emit bills of credit, is re- 
stricted by the Constitution of the United States; that the 
scheme is impracticable from the idea that a circulating 
medium presupposes and makes necessary something based 
upon, and readily converted into coin; and that the inhibi- 
tion imposed by our Constitution, in pledging the faith of 
the State, presents by its formalities a barrier to your im- 
mediate action. As this plan presents to my mind, the best, 
and indeed the only immediate prospect of, relief, I shall 
give to these anticipated objections, a passing notice, with 
a view of presenting the measure in a more especial mau- 
ner to your deliberate determination. 7 

I do not know whether the question may be considered 
as finally settled by the Supreme Couri of the United States. 
The opinion of the Court as delivered in the case of Craig 
zs. the State of Missouri, and the opinion as to the constitu- 
tionality of the Commonwealth Bank, of the State of Ken- 
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tucky, so far as the principle was involved, are variant and 
may be considered as neutralizing each other. : 

The Constitution of the United States, by common con- 
sent, seems to have given to the General Government the 
control of national and joint concerns; but reserving those 
of a different character to the States respectively. It seems 
therefore, to comport with the rights that appertain to each, 
and the control io be exercised by the General and State 
Governments, that Congress should create and regulate a 
National credit currency, leaving that of the States to be 
maneged by State anthorities; and that from its local char- 
acter, noi involving the credit or liability of the General 
Government, the restriction does not bear on the contem- 
plat ed issues. kt has been the long established practice of 
tne Staies by their action to emit bilis of credit so called, in 
the form of bank’ notes, through their institutions; and 
whether it be strictiy Í constitutional or not, the Slates still 
claim and exercise the privilege, under at least a prescrip- 

é right, that will not now be seriously questioned. 

3 Seco ond objection is not applicable; inasmuch as the 
proposed issues will not constitute the circulating medium of 
ti wis, They are intended for a spocial ‘and limited 
purpose, io meet a present cxigeucy. But if it did, the in- 
corvenience complained of, is counteracted by ihe facis, 
ordinary tirees there will exist no difficulty in con- 
i ;e bonds into specie—that the perfect security for 
r ukzante ra pH together with the circumstance 
For drawing interest, will supersede to a. great extent, 
he desire or necessity af their conversion. This idea is 
winced by the fact, that State bonds drawing an interest 
ae per cent, have ‘been readily converted into coin,at a 
;üsome premium; and this circumstance offers a sufficien 
ntec to - eir general receivabili NEN equaling at tee 
Ps rould suppose, surpassing that of our present bank 
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Fhe prohibition alluded- to in the Jih section of Gencral 
Provisions, Goes not bear upon the measure under aides 
«tione itis not proposed to borrow money, nor to pledge 
the faith of the State for the payment, or redemption of any 
loan or debt, growing out of such loans; but for the ulti- 
mate redemption of its bonds loaned to individuals upon 
the mest approved security. The object of the provision, 
from its reading, is very apparent, and was clearly intended 
to guard against hasty and imprudent pledges of the faith 
of ihe State, to raise a loan of money for the establishment 
of banking institutions." The Legislature at its late session 
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in passing an act relative to the recéption of the surplus re- 
"venue; pledging the faith of the State for its safe-keeping 
and return when called for, has virtully confirmed the con- 
-struction here given to the provision. . 
~ The establishment ofa "National Bank at some short pe- 
riod,is much relied upon as promising the most efficient 
and speedy corrective, for.the existing evils and distress.— 
But the time necessary for carrying into offect so. important 
a measure, the objections to be met and- evercome, together 
with-the great difficulty ìn settling thedetailsof the charter: 
all conspire to place such an anticipation upon a fond hope, 
rather than any well founded probability; and the unfavora- 
ble action of Congress atits late session upon the subject, 
lioweverit may be regretted, serves to show the futility of 
further reliance upon a foreign dependency, and the neces- 
sity of devising other means to avert the mischief with 
which we are threatened. 

Hour immediate interest was alone consulted, the estab- 
lishment of a National Bank would perhaps loose much of 
its importance, If there is one Statein the Union above all 
others, that can dispense with such an institution, it is Mis- 
sissippi. Our great staple commodity furnishes the means 
by which the issues of a powerful State Bank, properly or- 
ganized, and backed by. the credit and faith of the State, 
could be made to supersede, to a great extent, the necessity 
ofa National Bank. I shall not, however, be found the 
advocate of'a policy so contracted and selfish. A .Vationat 
currency is a National concern, and propeily to be urged up- 
on the advantages to result tothe Nation, and not those of a 
State. 

The propriety ofa single banking institution fostered Ly 
the State, witha view to the enhanced credit and extended 
circulation of its currency, as above hinted at, is an opinion 
long entertained and expressed. The amount of banking 
capital chartered by the State, is not so much to be objected 
to, as the numerous independent banks through which it is 
wielded. If, therefore, a plan at some future period could 
be digested, so as fo induce ihe banks to surrender their 
charters, and to consolidate their capital into one or even 
two Slate institutions, I feel satisfied that it would have the 
most salutary effect in giving to its issues an extended crc- 
dit and confidence, that those of the numerous banks, alrca- 
dy chartered, can never realize. : 

I believe, however, in order to ensure a sound, uniform. 
currency at home and abroad, even with the existence of 
such a State institution, it would bebetter to have a branch, 
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ofa National Bank located amongst us, that they may act 
as checks upon cach other. I do not wish to be understood 
as being indifferent to the establishment ofa National Bank, 
freed from some well founded objections to its former organ- 
ization and usages; on the contrary, from the best reflec-- 
tions I have been able to bestow upon the subject, I be- 
lieve it to be essentially necessary to the Government as a 
fiscal agent, and for the regulation of the national currency. 

A proposition, which has excited some sensasion, has been. 
thrown out as a compromise, for the purpose of facilitating 
this object. The terms are an amendment of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, giving to Congress the power to 
act, and liv a fixed provision to vest in that body the 
entire control of the. banking capital of the Union—to pre- 
vent its increase, and to provide for its decrease; until the 
capital among the States shall be reduced to a ratio that 
may be deemed'safe by Congress; and the States abjure the 
power of incorporating a bank beyond the amount of capi: 
tal fixed as the ratio. 

No scheme has yet been proposed less equivocal in its nature 
or more directly tending to sap and merge in the withering influence 
of a separate and independent bank government, the sovereign ac- 
tion of the States. We should not wantonly jeopardize the stability 
of the government by tampering with the Constitution in the way 
of.amendmenís. It is not necessary, in crderto effect the object 
desired, and as a precedent, it is impossible to predict the consc- 
quences that might result from the experiment. 

That there are evils to be encountered in a National Bank, may 
be freely admitted; but they are incident to, and perhaps insepara- 
ble from, the whole banking system which is irrevocably fastened 
upon us; and which must endure as long as the government itself. 
The establishment therefore of such an institution, is rather a matter 
of necessity than choice. And upon this necessity, and the consc- 
quent implied power, I would also rest the action of Congress.— 
The dangerous political influence that a National Bank is capable 
of wielding may be dreaded; but how are we to lessen the cvil? 
The objection will apply with at least equal force to the mode of 
operating through the State Banks. The power ofa National Bank 
is open, palpable, and standing separate and apart from those of the 
State, its operations will be closely scanned, and the States wiil be 
more vigilant in guarding against its bad effects. But the Federal 
agency and controling influence operating through the State Banks, 
is insidious and pervading, and consequently more to be dreaded. 

The Sub-Treasury system is the only other mode spoken of. In 
recommending this project, the position assumed by the Presideni 
that, “the regulation of the exchanges: of the country, relieving 
mercantile embarrassments, or interfering with the ordinary opera- , 
tions of foreign or domestic commerce, does not come within the 
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province of the general government,” is as novel asit is inconsistent 

with the purposes for which it was constituted, The grant of the 
specific powers to regulate commerce, and to provide for the general 
welfare, brings them clearly within the legitimate sphere of the ac- 
tion of Congress, and implies and imposes certain obligations, from 
which the government cannot so lightly divest itself. The great 
effort seems to be, to force upon us a hard money currency to the 
exclusion of that which is now in general use. The system of banking 
is an invention of the moderns to remedy the inadequacy of the 
ancient exclusive metallic currency, to meet the increased demands 
consequent upon extended civilization—projected in" times which 
had the full benefit of the progressive improvement and experience 
of ages, in the knowledge and science of government, The emi- 
nentsuccess of the experiment places beyond doubt the wisdom of its 
adoption. By theaid of the increased mixed currency furnished by it, 
our country has established for itself the greatest degree of national 
importance and commercial prosperity, with a rapidity unparalleled 
in the annals of history. And now, When our commerce extends 
throughout the civilized world, and when its multifarious transac- 
tions have created such an increased demand for money, the idea of 
destroying the facilities of the credit system, and adopting the anti- 
quated scheme of a metallic currency, must surely be impolitic.— 
In that event our extended operations, and our grand projects of in- 
ternal improvement must be narrowed down, and graduated by a 
scale adjusted to the limited means afforded by sucha currency. I 
do not mean to say, that ali the blessings and prosperity which we 
have experienced, are to be attributed entirely to this paper or credit 
system; but it is certain that we have enjoyed them to an extent 
that has never befure fallen to the lot of any people; and our rapid 
advancement as a Nation, may with equal precision, be ascribed 
mainly to the convenience and facilities it afforded. It is therefore 
little short of an insult to the understanding to propose so sudden a. . 
revolution in habits that have grown upon us, and been strengthened 
by long experience in the business and great commercial transae- 
tions of the country, and by which the astonishing advanccment of 
our national prosperity has been so much aidod. 

At a moment like the present, when the exchangcs of the coun- 
try are deranged, foreign and comcestic commerce at a stand, and 
unprecendented evils assailing almost to ruin the muss of the people, 
it is gravely proposed to abandon these great interesis, and by this 
independent executive machinery, to separate the government from 
all banks. I can neither admire the spirit nor the tone in which this 
incasure was conceived and brought forward. The time was badly 
chosen for so thorough an innovation. When so large an amount of 
spécie is hoarded for exportaticn—when the banks are in want of it 
to strengthen their vaults, and when it already commands so high a 
premium that it is no longer a currency, but an article of traffic, it 
must be impolitic to create and bring into the market, so powerful 
a competitor as the general government would be in its requisitions 
of the'preeious metals through its sub-agents, l 
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‘The measure ia its operations must tend to enlarge executive pa. 
tronage—-to increase greatly the insecurity and risk of the goveru- 
ment—to raise indirectly ihe salary of its officers—to compel mer- 
chants to purchase specie at a heavy premium to discharge their Cus- 
tom-house bonds—to enhance the value of coin, by stil further 
discrediting bank bills; and it is equally apparent, that it will post- 
pone the great object we'should constantly keep in view, of a re- 
sumption of specie payments by the banks. Instead then of giving 
us a sound and uniform currency, government itself becomes tho 
disorganizer and cause of depreciation. 

But there is another and more impressive point of view, in which 
the proposed measure and its tendency may be considered. 1 had 
supposed that the great conservative principle to be cherished and 
inculcated, in support of our happy institutions, was a close union 
of feeling and interest; and the idea of the government, the mere 
agent of the people, withdrawing or separating itself from their 
inost important interests, is not of that expanded caste that should 
distinguish the views of the chief magistrate of a great nation.— 
Asan example, it must tend to alienate the warmth of public feel- 
ing towards the government, and to weaken, if not to sever tha 

“ties that bind us to the Union. ‘There is a natural disposition, an 
inherent principle, iu all subordinate governments to cast off re- 
straint, and to set up for for themselves, that needs not this. prompting. 

This scheme promises no general relief; but by requiring that the 
receipts and disbursements of the Treasury should be in gold and 
silver, establishes an invidious distinction between the currency 
for the immediate purposes of the government, and that of the gene- 
ral circulating medium of the country——the better for its officers— 
the depreciated for the people. 

Upon the all absorbing subject of the currency, public attention 
seems to be directedgto the following propositions—shall we estab- 
lish a National Bank asa fiscal agent for the government, with such 
checks and restrictions as the wisdom of Congress may impose? 
Shall we return to, and endeavor to improve the State Bank system? 
Or shall we resort to the Sub-Treasury project? I feel no hesita- 
tion myself in giving the preference to a National Bank for the rea- 
sons above assigned. : 

The questions, however, are all worthy your profound deliberation , 
and I think properly claim an expression of your body, indicating to 
our Representatives in Congress the course to be pursued by them 
upon this subject. 

In my communication to the Legislature in January last, I urged 
upen the consideration of that body the subject of education; that 
legislative action, and its fostering care, was in an especial manner 
required, to impart life and vigor to primary schools; that with the 
ample enduwment placed wishin its reach, immediate attention 
should be given to the establishment of a seminary of learning Upon 
a large and liberal scale. 

I have also ‘frequently pressed the importance of the various 
schemes of internal improvement, and the propriety of their speedy 
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completion, particularly the Rail-roads now in progress, as tending 
more directly to aid our commercial transactions and to establish the 
internal policy, to which public sentiment now seems-to beso fully 
directed. {deem it unnecessary here to enlarge upon these sub- 
jects; and therefore beg leave totefer you to thesecommunications ;' 
and to be understood as renewing the recommendations. 

In conformity with a vesolution of the-Legislature authorizing the 
Executive to appoint three Commissioners to ascertain and run the 
dividing: line between the States of Mississippi and Tennessee, I 
‘commissioned B A. Ludlow, B. W. Comely, and W. Petrie, who 
proceeded under the authority given, in conjunction with the 
Commissioners appointed on the part of ‘Tennessee, to perform the 
duties required. The report of the Commissioners, with other doc- 
uments furnished by them, will accompany this communication. 

i have, also, received a letter from his excellency Governor Can- 
non, enclosing a copy of the act passed by the Legislature of 
that State, establishing the fine lately run by the Commissioners as 
the boundary of the two States, and requesting to be furnished with 
the evidence of the ratification of saidline, by this State, as early as 
may be convenient, which is also submitted. > 

'To remedy the evil and inconvenience experienced to the detri- 
ment ofthe public service, by the great delay in receiving the re- 
turns of elections, as well military as civil, I again advert to the 
subject, and suggest a revision of the law regulating elections. 
Experience proves that fifteen days, the iime prescribed in which 
returns shall be made to the office of the Secretary of State is too 
short, unless the made of conveyance be changed; that not half the 
returns are received within that period, and that the hignest candi- 
date on tlie list would often be defeated (taking into the estimate the 
whole vote) if commissions were to issue agreeable to the returns 
received within the time prescribed. 

The 11th section of the act provides, that in “cach scnatorial dis- 
trict which shall ke composed of more than one ceunty, and in the 
distriet forthe election of the Judges of the High Court of Errors 
and Appeals, the sheriff of the county first named in the district 
shall be returning officer in all elections for said judges und 
senators; and the sheriffs or returning «officer of the latter 
mentioned counties shall within five days after an election 
for said judges and senators shall have been held, make a re- 
tyra to the sheriffor returning officer of the first named county, of 
the number of votes given to Gach candidate in his county; and the 
returning officer of the district shall compare the polls respectively 
taken in the several courities; and the candidate having the highest 
number of votes in the district, shall be entitled to a certificate that 
he was duly elected-from the returning officer of said districi" 
The direction here given, that thereturns shall be made in five days 
cannot be complied with, and the law defeats itself. It was evi- 
dently integded that all the returns should be received by the re- 
turning officer ofthe district, and upon which his certificate should 
be predicated. If the letter of the law is strictly to be adhered to. 
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then all the returns not received within the five days are to be pre- 
cluded, and the votes of one or two counties would in all probability 
determine the election. . 

The constitution says, “returns of all elections by the people 
shall be made to the Sacretary of State, in such manner as may be 
prescribed by law.” ‘he sixteenth section of the act, providing for 
the election of the Judges, preseribes no mode by which the returns 
are to be made to the Secretary of State ;. this-emission, however, is: 
supplied by the returning officers of the respective counties. Under 
the impression that the spirit and intention of the constitution is 
coinplied with, whenever the returns are reeeived by the Secretary 
of State,the practice of the department. lius. beem to commission: 
tne highest candidate on the list, as ascertained by such returns, 
believing that they afforded the bighest evidence as to.the generak 
or aggregate result of the polls. 

These suggestions, with the previous recommendations referred: 
to, are the result of much reffection, bestowed with'a deep-and anx- 
ious solicitude for the interest and well being of the community; 
and are given with candor, and without reserve; under the hope that 
they may be useful as hints to call into action the greater wisdony 
of your body in adopting measures to: advanee that which is nearest 
tus Heart of every patriot, the welfare and progress of our State.

Having received a communication from Major Graig, of 
the ordnance department, informing me that the arms con- 
tracted for in behalf of the State would soon be in readi- 
ness for delivery, I drew $12,000 which had been appropri- 
ated forthe payment of these arms, and appointed John M. 
Cage, agent on the part of the State, with instructions to 
purchase a bill on the north, and to proceed to the city of 
New York to receive and pay for said arms. "The purchase 
was accordingly made of the Agricultural Bank in Natchez 
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on the Phoenix Bank of New York. On his arrival at that 
city, the bill was deposited with the cashier of the bank, 
having a short time to run to maturity. 

On the presumption that the bill would be honored at 
maturity, the check of the agent was received by Mr. Pome- 
roy, who contracted for and delivered 350 - muskets; and 
the accoutrements furnished by Mr. Boyd were also deli- 
vered. The balance of the muskets fabricated by Mr. 
Baker were not delivered before the bill was dishonored, 
and they are still retained. . 

I addressed the president of the Agricultural Bank upon 
the subject, and am informed that as sóon.as a shipment of 
cotton could Be made to New York, the bill would be paid, 
and which I presume is done by this time. "The contrac- 
tors claim interest, storage, and insurance, and their claims 
are submitted for your action together with the correspond- 
ence on the subject. 

Mr. Cage, as the agent of the State, also called upon the 
war department, and received the quota of arms due the 
State. In the payment of freights, expenses and insurance, 
the agent advanced out of his own funds $297 26, which 
sum I have reimbursed him out of the contingent fund, and 
I herewith transmit his account exhibiting a statement of 
the disbursements made by bim. ; 

I also submit the accounts of Messrs. Ludlow, Connelly, 
and Petrie, for their services as commissioners in ascertain- 
ing and running the boundary line of the States of Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee. The agent as wéll as the commis- 
sioners were appointed with the understanding that their 
compensation was to be fixed by the Legislature; I have 
therefcre to recommend an appropriation to your favorable 
consideration for that purposes. ae 

I have received the resignation of the honorable John 
Black, as senator in the Congress of the United States, to 
take effect on the 20th inst, which will also claim your 
attention. sod ;

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In presenting this succinct and summary expose of the fiscal 
operations of the treasury, it will be perceived that I have

into office. The propriety of this course was indicated by 
the near approach of the meeting of the Legislature; when 
by a committee appointed by your honorable body, the 
books and vouchers of my worthy predecessor (which I en- 
tertain no doubt will be found strictly correct in every par- 
ticular) could be fully examined; and the result of such 
examination made known to your honorable body. 

In taking a prospective view of the future condition and 
ability of the treasury to meet the various and increasing 
expenditures of the State government, I would beg leave, 
most respectfully, to suggest the necessity of adopting some 
measure to secure the prompt and speedy collection of the 
outstanding and uncollected revenue of the State. If this 
should be done, and the uncollected taxes be brought into 
available funds in the vaults of the treasury, it might, in 
the opinion of your treasurer, be sufficient for the ordinary 
and current expenditures of the government, without re- 
sorting to the creation of any new subjects of taxation, or 
an increase of rates upon those already taxed.

GENTLEMEN— Í have had the honor of receiving the reso-. 
lation adopted by your honorable body on the Lith instant. 
in relation to the * surplus revenue. accruing to this State," 
and regret extremely that I am not at this time in posses- 
sion of the means to enable me to afferd you the information 
desired. i 

Oa entering upon the duties of the station fo-which I 
have been recently called, 1 ascertained from inquiry that: 
ali the funds of the treasury were on deposite in the Phan- . 
ters’ Bank at Natchez, aud its branch bank at Jackson. 1 
thereupon addressed a communication to the cashier of the 
former, and applied in person to that of the latter inetite-. 
ticn, for statements showing the amounts then standing to 
the credit of the Státe in each of those banks respectively. 
In answer to my inquiries, I received a statement from the 
cashier of the Planters’ Bank at Natchez, showing a bal- 
ance to the credit of the treasurer of the State of Mississip- 
pi (after- dédueting suedry checks which had been drawn 
by my predecessor, and subsequently paid at the bank) of 
one handred and twenty thousand nine hundred and ninety- 
three dollars and: twenty-five cents; and also a statement 
from the cashier of the office of the Planters’ Bank at Jack- 
son, certifying that there was at that time to the credit of 
the “ state treasurer,” on the books of that office, the sum 
of two hundred and six thousand three hundred and eighty- 
eight dollars and ninety-nine cenis; which being added to 
the amount first mentioned, make the.sum of three hundred 
qndiwzeni,-seven thousand three hundred and eighty-to dollars - 
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and twenty-four eents; the amount. mentioned in:my late re- 
port to your honorable body, as the balance remaining iri 
the treasury at the time of my entering upon the. duties of . 
my office. . In neither of.the-statements, above mentioned, . 
was there any mention made of the surplusrevenue accruing | 
ta this State, nor was Lin any manner officially informed 
that any portion of it had been received. .

cious, thon jn adhering to lone established laws and cus- 
toms which they have first imbibed. 

The undersigned do not pretend te have made so critical 
an examination of the cede reported by Judge Pray, as to 
authorize them to say ibat H may not contain objections 
unobserved by them; ror will we say, that as members of 
the Legislature, we are prepared to sanction all the acts 
contained therein. If is not indeed to be expected that 
any one. however capable ke may be. could offer a work of 
the kind that would sive general satisfaction; and we are 
inclined to believe thet, neither at the present time, nor at 
any other period. within the histerx of the State of Missis- 
sippi, would ever a majority of her citizens have been found 
willing fo-subscribe their assent to all the statute laws of the 
State. The undersigned are of opinicn, that fromthe fact that 
a large porton ofthe pecple of this State are wholly unsup- 
plied with the existing statctes, some provision of the kind 
has become absolutely necessary, We think it better that 
ihe people chould be supplied with a code of laws which’ 
might be regarded in some respects as objectionable, rather 
than remain wholly ignorant of what is the law of the land: 
At the present time there is perhaps a majority of the coun- 
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ties of the State ih which not æ single entire copy ofall the 
statutes cam be found, and niany of them have but few, if 
any, of the acts of the Legislature, and the few they have, 
tend to confuse rather than enlighten those whose duty it 
is to administer the Faw. -Fhe code of Judge Pray. in the 
opinion of the undersigned, has some circumstances attach- 
ed toit which are calculated to recommend it favorably tó 
the people of the State of Mississippi. Ft contains a digest 
of most, if not all, of the acts of a public nature in force at 
the time in which it was written; and the old, obselete and 
barbarous law-language in which most of them are written; 
has been discarded, and: a concise and comprehensive style, 
which evinces great clearness of perception aud legal ae~» 
quirement in its author, substituted iw its stead. This last im- 
provement is such as has been made i several of our sister 
States, who have engaged in a-similar work of a revision of 
their statutes. The principal innovations on the now ex- 
isting laws of the “State proposed by that code, are in the 
opinion of the undersigned, the most commendable part of 
the whole work. "'Fhey propose the abolishment of some of 
the old established forms of pleading, and of bringing actions 
in our courts of justice,—forms which had their origin in igno- 
rant and barbarous ages, and the reasons for which have 
long since ceased to exist, and to substitute others in their 
stead adapted to the capacity of every citizen who can read, 
and made consonant with the improvement in literature. 
laws and political rights of the age and country in which we 
live. ‘Fhe undersigned, therefore, recommend that the sev- 
eral bills contained in said code, be read and parcelled out 
for action in the two. branches of the Legislature, and re- 
spectfuly recommend the following rules of proeceding fer 
the two houses on the Revised Statutes: 

Ist, That eleven o'clock, A. M., on each day, be the hour 
to go into the consideration of the Revised Statutes.

Fhe following message was received from his excellency, 
governor McNutt, by the hands of his private secretary, 
Mr. J. D. Freeman, to wit: 

To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 

I submit to the consideration of the Legislature the re- 
port of the commissioners appointed to contract for and su- 
perintend the opening of the Yazoo and Cold Water Pass, 
from. whieh it appears that the work will not be.completed 
in the stipulated time. From representations, I am induced 
to believe that the work was.commenced in an injudicious 
manner, The contractor began his operations at the up- 
per end of the pass, and-did not cut up the trees until re- 
cently, when the Mississippi rose, and the water commenced 
running through the pass. The trees drifted into compact 
masses, and greatly injured the navigation last year. The 
‘commissioners also apprehend that the logs now cut will 
drift into the bayou whenever they leave the lake, and 
again obstruct the navigation of the pass. 

The vast importance of this improvement to the whole 
Yazoo valley, commends it to the favorable consideration 
of the Legislature, and the required appropriation, I trust, 
will be cheerfully made. 

Experience has fully demonstrated that the contract sys- 
tem will not answer for the improvement of the navigation 
of rivers. Contracts are sought for with avidity by individ- 
uals, in order to obtain. mio u adyance—the funds of 
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the State are often perverted to private purposes, and con- 
tracts rarely executed according tostipulation. It requires 
the constant supervision of competent engineers to effect - 
internal improvements. Commissioners seldom possess the 
requisite knowledge, and will not give their personal atten- 
tion for the usual compensation. _ 

Having lately traversed every portion of the State, I can. 
safely afirm that the Chickesaha, Leaf, Pascagoula, Pearl,. 
Big Black, Yazoo, Tallahatchie, Cold Water and Tombig- 
bee fivers, could be greatly improved at a small expense-— 
By éxtratting the logs from the beds of the various rivers, 
and cutting pendant trees from the banks.and points, navi- 
gation would be made practicable for great distances up 
the several streams, a portion of the year for steamboats of 
light draughts, and keel boats could ascend nearly to their 
sources. y. 

An expenditure of two hundred thousand dollars, judi- 
ciously applied, would annually save to the people of the 
State nearly that sum, now expended in hauling merchan- 
dize and the staple of the country great distances over bad 
roads. 

The surplus revenue apportioned to Mississippi is unap- 
propriated. I feel confident that it will never ‘be called 
for by Congress; and if it should be, it can, by the térms of 
the act, only be demanded in gradual instalments. We 
should, however, be prepared to refund the deposite should 
it be unexpectedly required. 7 um 

A portion of the fund could be safely invested in the pur- 
chase of slaves. That species of property is now low, and 
could be used with great advantage in removing obstruc- 
tions in the various navigable streams, if placed under the 
control of suitable engineers and competent managers, 
When the works are completed, the slaves can be sold, per- 
haps, for as much as they would now cost. The fund could 
then be applied to the promotion of education, openin; 
roads, and such other purposesas the interests of the State 
might require. i i 

"This scheme has been prosecuted with eminent success 
in several of the southern states. Bayou Boeuf, in Louisi- 
ana, was opened-by slave labor—not a single slave died du- 
ring the prosecution of the work, and they were afterwards 
sold for more fban the original cost. White labor, on our 
rivers, could not be procured for less than thirty dollars per 
month, and would be difficult to obtain in the summer sea- 
son, the only period at which much of the work could be 
done. Being fully convinced that the fund would be squap- 
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dered if placed under thé control of commissioners and con- 
tractors, and also that it would be impossible to specify in 
contracts the work to be performed by the contractors, I re- 
spectfully recommend to the Legislature the adoption of 
the plan suggested. It would also be advisable to organize 
a corps of engineers to suryey and make estimates for vari- 
ous other internal improvements, The rapid increase of 
the State in wealth and population, demands a. well digest- 
‘ed plan of improvements to be made at the public expense

The committee of prepositions and grievances, to whom 
was referred the petition ef George Dougherty, and Sam- 
nel Gwinn, compilers of a map of the State of Mississippi, — 
asking for pecuniary assistance from the State, to enable them 
more speedily io complete the work, have had the same 
under consideration, and have directed me to make the fol- 
lowing report: 

Wen the State of Mississippi was first erected info an 

independent State, more than two-thirds of her territory 
was held by, and in possession of the aborigines of the country. 
The territory then held by our citizens, even thus limited, 
was greatly inferior in salue to that in possessicn of the In- 
Gians; the enterprize and energy of our citizens were 
cramped, the emigration to eur State cut off, the improve- 
ment of cur streams and the censtraction of roads prevented; 
and we were, if not retregrading, at least stationary; by 
the perseverance of our public spirited citizens, and the 
exertions of the general government, the Indian title to the 
zo within our limits was by degrees extinguished, and we 
are row assembled as the first Legislature representing the 
entire territory of the State. A population ef only between 
sixty and seventy thousand, when we were admitted into 
the Union, has increased to near two hundred thousand, 
and is daily increasing; the white cotton fields that were 
at frst confined to a small belt of land, are now seen on our 
remvies: borders;eur navigable streams, the mouths of which 
were oniy then known, are new traversed many hundred 
gniles in the interior of cur country by the majestic steam- 
beat: railroads are now erecting, where but a few years 
ago rething was beard bui the yell of tbe Indian; hardly 
bas the but of the Indian disappeared, before its place is 
supplied by stately buildings, the seat of justice, of learning, 
oríor worship; all these have been accomplished by the en- 
terprise of our citizens; we are still in our infancy—those 
great natural advantages are not yet fully developed. 

The fertility of our soil, and the variety of cur climate, 
bas attracted the attention of the capitalist and enterprise 
ing of aimost every country; great inconvenience has bees 
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‘and is felt, not only by those settled in the country thus 
suddenly brought into public view, but also by the emigrant 
seeking a home, or a place for profitable.investment of his 
capital. For a correct geographical map of the State, we, 
who are presumed to.have a better knowledge than others 
of our immedíate vicinity, bave felt seriously the want of 
such a work in our legislative capacity. Our jadiciary, 
just extending her wings of protection over every part of 
the State requires it; in short,a work of this kind should be 
in the house of every citizen. 

The attention of the committee has been directed to an 
examination of the proof copy, presented by the petitioners, 
and even in its present crude and incomplete state, they be- 
lieve it deserving of public patronage. It is now undergo 
ing such corrections, and receiving such additions, as may 
be communicated by the members from each county; its 
speedy completion, is an object greatly to be desired by the 

-State. The character and qualifications of the publishers 
have been considered by the commitice, and is believed to 
be favorable; fhe committee are satisfied of their dctermi- 
nation to make the map as -correct as possible; they are 
austained in this opinion by D. A. Ladlow, Esq., the gentle- 
man lately employed to ascertain and run the northern 
boundary of the State, as will appear by the following 
communication from that gentleman: 

“I have been for the last thirteen years more or less con- 

nected with the surveyor general’s office of this State, ei- 
ther as clerk in that office, or as a deputy surveyor; I have 
examined the map of the State of Mississippi just publish- 
ed by George Dougherty and Samuel Gwinn, and from my 
general knowledge of the surveys and the country, with the 
capacity and industry of the publishers, I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that it is as perfect a map-of the State as 
could be constructed, and well deserving the public patron- 
age.” 

The committee have also considered of the propriety of 
the State lending the assistance desired by the publishers, 
and can sec nothing improper in such a course. From the 
faithfulness of the execution, the committee are led to he- 
Tieve that it will be an-ornament to the State; to these ends 
the committee have directed me to report favorable on the 
petition, and the following resolution:  -

sissippi, That the treasurer of the State may, and he ia 
hereby authorized to pay Samuel Gwinn and George 
Dougherty, publishers of a mP of the State of Mississippi 
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the sum-of four thousand dollars, out of any.money in the 
treasury not.otherwise appropriated, upon their giving bond 
and appreved. security for the refunding the same on or bẹ- 
fore the first day of March, 1839—the security to-be ap- 
proved of by the governor-and.auditor.

The following message from his exceliency, the governor, 
received in the forenoon of this day, was then read, as also 
the documenis accompanying it, and in said message refer- 
red to: 

"To the Senaie and House of Representatives, 
of the State of Mississippi: 

Herewith I transmit the report of the bank commission- 
ers of the State of Mississippi, showing the situation of that 

-portion of the banks examined by them. ‘The facis therein . 
disclosed, and the magnitude of the abuses proven fo exist, 
cannot-fail to arrest the serious aitention of the Legislature, 
and demand'a speedy and efficient correction. 

It appears from tbe report that a few persons bave ob- 
tained the control-of the various banks, and made most of 
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the loans to commission merchants, speculators, and off^ 
cers of the banks, and we are left to infer that the large 
borrowers are fois ly cmable, at present, to pay any part of 
their loans. The backs, therefore, are now looking to the 
planters, the drawers azd endorsers of their bills, for their 
security. and depexd entirely upoa them for ultimate pay- 


ceri. This dep.orad te resait has been mainly effected by 
the con T the banks have pursued i in applying most

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The abundant resources of the State, however, together 
with the fixed determination manifested by the prople to 
incur no new debts whith they can possibly avoid, will have 
n favorable influence in restoring confidence, and soon eh- 
able the banks to resurhe specie payments. Harmonious 
aclion is nevertheless indispensable, and the banks should 
be prohibited from extending their issucs antil the resump- 

lion is effected. The present circulation cf our banks 
amount(s to more than six millions of doilars; a portion of it, 
however, is not in active circulation, but held by the seve- 
ral banks, A circulation equal to one-fifth of the annual 
products of the country is admitted: by political economists, 
to be amply sufficient, Our exports cannot be safely val- 
ued at more (han üfteen millions of dollars. The product 
of the soil alone can be relied on to pay our foreign debt 
and reinstate our credit, - Exeessive bank issues would on- 
ly cause our currency to depreciate stil! nore. procrastinate 
the resumption of specie payments, and demoralize the. 
country. 

An imperious sense of duty requires me to call your at- 
tention to the situation and conduct of the Planters and 
Agricultural Banks—chartered for the express purpose of 
promoting our great agricultural interests— ther have. from 
their commencement, disregarded theirrespective charters, 
totally neglected the great objeets of their creation, and 
defied the legjslative will of the people in refasing an exam- 
ination of their affairs by commissioners appointed by the 
Legislature for the express purpose of thoroughly inspect- 
ing the operations of every monied corporation in the 
State. The law under which the commissioners were cho- 
sen, was approved more than a week aiter both of these 
banks had suspended spccie payments. and thereby placed 
their franchizes at the mercy of the Legislature. A char- 
ter to a corporation isa grant of privileges—any violation 
of iheir powers is a misusar, and works a forfeiture. One 
mode of examination prescribed in a charter, does not ne- 
cessarily exclude such other mode of visitation as the Le- 
gislature may designate; nei her can the grant of charters 
to those banks be considered as contracts. wo bonus was 
paid by either: the great object cf their creation was the 

romotion of the planting and commercial interesis of the 
State, by the distribution of loans according to the spirit of 
their respective charters, and at the same time afford to ihe 
people a currency equivalent to gold and silver. 

A careful examination of the original charter of the Plan- 
ters’ Bank, and the various amendments thereto, conclu-- 
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sively shows that it was intended that a large portion of 
its capital should be distributed among the several senato- 
rial districts, loaned on mortgage security; and that the 
respective subscribers for stock; should pay the amount sub- 
scribed in gold or silver coins, the notes of the Bank of Mis- 
sissippi, or those of the Bank of the United States, or any 
of its branches. "These salutary provisions have never been: 
enforced. "The subscribers paid for their stock in part by 
discounts in the Planters’ Bank, and-no part of their capital 
stock has been loaned on mortgage security. "The direc- 
tors of the mother bank have also refused to permit a di- 
recior, duly commissioned on the part of the State, to 
take his seat at the board, under the pretence that every di- 
rector was required by the charter, to own at least ten 
shares of the capital stock. I do not consider that the 
original charter sanctionssuch an interpretation. “Fhe 33d 
section evidently qualifies the 12th ; but all doubt is re- 
moved by reference to the first section of the act approved 
February 5th, I833, which repeals the 12th section of the - 
original act.- 

The State owns stock amounting to about two million 
two hundred and twelve thousand seven hundred and forty 
dollars and thirteen cents, in the Planters’ Bank; all of 
which has been paid in actual capital. Individuals took 
two millions of stock, a great portion of which is believed 
to have been paid in stock notes, which remain uncancelled 
to this day, having been renewed from time to time. 

Inasmuch as the Planters’ and Agricultural Banks have 
refused a scrutiny into their affairs, 1 have procured a pub- 
lic document which shows their situation in March last. 
This statement was compiled under the direction of the 
secretary of the treasury, from actual returns made by those 
banks, and as it has been long since published and not con- 
tradicted, it may be relied on as correct.

Showing the circulation of those two banks to.be. $2, 
559,470 90, a sum nearly equal to two-thirds of the whole 
circulation of (he seventeen banks examined. by the com- 
missioners. Their specie, at the same time, amounted to 
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$552,986 77. Lhaveno means of arriving at their present 
circulation, but from the fact of their having made heavy 
purchases of cotton, and advanced laige sums on that arti- 
cle, it may be inferred that their issues are now greater 
.than on the Ist May, 1837. 

All the revenue of the State is deposited in the Planters’ 
Bank, which also has the control'of the sinking and other 
large funds in which the State is deeply interested. The 
faith of the State is pledged for the redemption of the 
bonds sold and invesied in stock of the Planters’ Bank, 
amounting to two millions of dollars, and in the event of a 
failure of the bank to pay the principal and interest of these 
bonds, the persons and property of all our citizens woulé 
be subjected to taxation. 

The State being the largest stockholder in the Planters’ 
Bank, and ail her citizens deeply interested in the fidelity 
of the management of the institation, it is indecd passing 
strange that the directors representing less than one-half 
of the stock should deny the State directors admission, and 
-refuse an examinatien by commissioners delegated by the 
Legisiature—the sovereign power of the State—for that 
purpose. : 

The charter of the Agricaliural Bank makes it “the duty 
of the governor of this State, to appoint annually, a compe- 
ient person to inspect such general accounts on the books 
of the bank as he shall deem necessary, and faithfully to re- 
port every violation of the fundamental rules of said corpo- 
ration." So far as I can ascertain, no such agent has been 
appointed fer more than two years, and J am not aware 
that any thorough examination has ever taken place.— 
This bank has, by selling specie, and specie certificates, 
and discounting freely bills of exchange, at usurous rates of 
interest, made enormous profits for her stockholders. It is 
believed, that not long before her suspension, she declared 
-ang paid to her stockholders a dividend of about twelve and 
a half per cent. on her profits, for the preceding six months, 
and had a surplus of profits accruing during the same peri- 
od of about three and a balf per cent. Such a dividend is 
unparaleled in the history of banking, and proves either 
that the bank infringed on her capital, or was unusually 
successful in her operations. 

The Pianters’ and Agricultural Banks, being the oldest 
institutions of the kind in the State, were, nevertheless, the 
first in the Union tosuspend specie payments, and the only 
ones that ultimately refused an examination by the com- 
Anisioners. These facts, tegether with the great interest 
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which the state has in the soundness of the former, have'in- 
duced me to call your particular attention to their conduct, 
and to respectfully urge the adoption of such measures as will 
vindicate the honor and secure the interests of the people 
of the State. The “grave doubts entertained” by the di- 
rectors of the Lake Washington and Decr Creek Railroad 
and banking company, “of the constitutionality of the Le- 
gislature from which the powers of the cominissioners em- 
anated," have disap peared, and they aie now willing to be 
fully examined. Appended, will be found the statement 
of its affairs certified by the new board of directors, and 
transmitted to the auditor for the inspection of the Legisla- 
ture. 

It remains for me to recommend to the representatives of 
the people, such measures “as I may deem necessary and 
expedient." , 
. All the banks in operation last May, having defeated the 

great object of their creation by failing to fulfil their con- 
tracts, should be brought under general and strict regula- 
tions, and required to give their assent in a stipulated time 
to a general bank laws neither should they be suffered to 
declare or pay dividends, so long as they refuse to fulfil 
their obligations to their creditors and the community. The 
stockholders being now unable to pay the res.due of the in- 
stalments due or to become due on their stock, itis unneces- 
sary to make any further calls, and the capitals of the seve- 
ral banks should be reduced to the amount actually paid in. 

A sordid desire on the part of the managers of banks, to 
make large dividends fer the stockholders, enhance the val- 
ue of the stock, and secure to the officers a continuation of 
their places, having greatly contributed to produce the ex- 
isting distress, no bank ought to be permitted to declare a 
larger dividend than three and a half per cent. semi-annu- 
ally If more is made, one per cent. to be retainc i for a 
contingent fund, and all profits over eight per cent. paid 
inte the state treasury, and applied to the support of free 
schools. 

Legislatures charter banks to enable capitalists to make 
safe investments, and to furnish the community with the 
means of acquiring loans; unless corporations are so modi- 
fied as to subserve the public good, they are contrary to 
the genius of republican government: monopolies can nev- 
er be tolerated by a free people. Those who take stock, 
admit that they have a surplus capital, and can have no 
just claim on the banks for loans. The sale of the stocks 
ewned by our citizens, would afford great relief to the 
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banks; the holders of stocks in this State, are the largest 
borrowers of ihe banks. Ti is notto be expected, that the 
officers of the banks will press their stockholders, or curtail 
their own accommodations, unless compelled to do sos The 
salutary effect of limitations in their accommodations, as 
well as in the tenure of their offices, will not be questioned. 
Rotation in oce would correct existing abuses; the new 
directory would generally scrutinize the affairs of the bank, 
and correct such abuses as may have taken place. Ifone- 
third of the directors were required io go outof office every 
year, and none permitted to serve as directors more than 
two years out of six, we might reasonably expect greater 
fidelity in the management of the banks. Foreign stock- 
holders conirel the election of directors in nearly all of our 
banks; their great object is to make money, and keep up 
the price of their stocks; they centre ali the proxies in the 
hands of the cashier or some other confident— control the 
election of directors, and select such as they deem best cal- 
culated io promote ihe interest of the stockholders; the 
inierest of the couniry is a secondary consideration. No 
ofücer ofthe bank oughi to hold proxies, aad the votes by 
proxy shorid be limited. 

The banks can extend their issues to ten times the pre- 
seni amount, if their continued refusal to redeem their issues 
is sanctioned by the public voice. "This would forever put 
it out of their power to resume: interest is the great lever 


which guides them, and they are well aware that they can - 


greatly increase the profits of their stockholders if their 
suspension is countenaced. Foreign exchange is now about 
three per cent. below the specie par of exchange; this will 
cause the precious metals to Sow into the courtry, and we 
may safely calculate on an abundant supply during the pre- 
sent year. Ia New York, exchange on New Orleans is 
three and four per cent., while ji is fifteen or twentf on 
Natchez. The cotten now on hand and alread: shipped, 
will remedy this unjust discriminations. E 
Most of the solvent banks of ihe Union will resume spe- 
cie payments in the course of the ensuing spring and sum- 
mer. The banks of Mississippi have rescurces as ample as 
those of any other State; aud with two exceptions, their 
Habilities are much less in proportion to their available 
means. During the next summer and fall, the banks, by is- 
suing post noies, payable at the maturity of the crop of 
1839, would be enabied io withdraw their circulation pay- 
able on demand, and substitute notes payable at a future 
day, bearing interest. These would pass more currently 
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than the present irredeemable currency. Iam fully aware 
that the great objection on the part of the banks to such 
issues, is, that they curtail their profits. This argument, 
however, should not have much force, theirimprovident man- 
agement has mainly contributed to the present disorganized 
state of our currency, and they should cheerfully contribute 
their aid in giving to the people, at the earliest possible 
period, a sound currency. Necessity alone could excuse 
their suspension, but nothing can justify their failure to re- 
deem their issues atany moment when they have the means 
in their possession. 

Money is now abundant in Europe, and can be obtained 
on unquestionable security at low rates of interest. The 
rage for speculation has subsided, and every indication 
warrants the speedy restoration of confidence. Entertain- 
ing these views of the situation of the banks of this State, 
and of the favorable change about to take place, I respect- 
fully suggest that all our banks be compelled to resume spe- 
cie payments on or before the first uf November next, and 
that such of them as refuse to.comply with this requisition, 
be compelled to wind up their affairs, for the benefit of their 
creditors and stockholders. 

The Legislature should retain, by express provision, the 
power of altering, amending or repealing bank charters at 
pleasure. Thissalutary check would compel the banks to 
attend to the wants of ihe people, and the representatives 
of the people would never exercise the right, unless the 
public good imperiously demanded their interposition. An 
examination of the charters of the various banks in the 
Union, will show that the power of repealing charters is 
expressly reserved in several of the States, and never has 
been exercised, except in cases where gross fraud and mis- 
management in the affairs of the bank has been conclusively 
shown. 

If I am correct in the principle, that a bank charter is a 
grant of privileges which the corporation cannot transcend, 
without incurring a forfeiture, it will be found proven, on 
an inspection of the report of the bank commissioners, that, 
all the banks examined have exceeded their powers, by en- 
gaging in the purchase and.shipment of cotton. The banks 
not examined have pursued the same course. In point of 
fact, the banks have taken the place of the commission mer- 
chants; time alone can determine whether this policy will 
result in favor either of ihe banks or the planters; should 
cotton advance, few complaints will be heard, but should it 
remain. at its present price or recede in foreign markets, 
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ihe murmurs of the growers will be incessant, and the whole 
system soon explode. "The only excuse on the part of the 
banks for dealing in cotton, is the tyrant’s plea—necessity ! 
It is used to justify every abuse of power and every assump- 
tion of authority. The Legislature is the sole judge of the 
necessity; if they deem it advisable, they can sanction the 
conduct of the banks. As a temporary expedient it may 
perhaps answer; but it would be dangerous to continue 
the power longerin tbe hands of corporations, of controlling 
and selling the great staple of the country. 

` In conclusion, I suggest to the Legislature, the propriety 
of taxing the stock of all banks and other corporations in 
this State; those excepted, which are compelled to con- 
struct railroads.

The Board of Bank Commissioners of the State of Mis- 

sissippi have the honor to report: 

That there are now in operation twenty-eight banks and 
branches. The affairs of seventeen of which we have cri- 
tically examined. i 

The object of the Legislature, as set forth in the law pre- 
scribing the duties of the commissioners, was to ascertain 
the circulation of the banks, the amount of specie on hand, 
and the ability of the various institutions to fulfil all their 
engagements. A 

lt has been rendered impossible to arrive at the true 
banking movement of the State, in consequence of the re- 
fusal of several banks to submit to an examination, yet 
those institutions which have, in obedience to law, submit- 
ted their affairs to the scrutiny of the board of commission- 
ers, we are happy in being able to state are in a much 
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dounder condition, as regards ultimate “ability to fulfil all 
engagements,” than was generally believed at the time the: 
board of commissioners entered upon the performance of 
their duty. 

The Agricultural and Planters’ hanks, Natchez, refused’ 
to submit to an examination. The correspondence with the 
heads of those institutions is appended. 

The Deer Creek and Lake Washington Railroad and 
Banking Company denied a full examination, upon the plea 
that “grave doubts were entertained of the constitutionality 
of the Legislature from which the power of ihe commission- 
ers cmanated.” From the partial examination made we 
have no doubt that the institution has been safely and cre- 
ditably conducted. The law under which we act, and the 
charter of the bank, both have particular reference to an 
examination of the “amount of specie on hand.” Not be- 
ing permitted to enter the vault we withdrew. Since that 
period, we have received an invitation to return and prose- 
cute a full examination. 

In August last tho commissioners were in Columbus, in- 
tending to visit the Aberdeen and Pontotoc Railroad and 
Banking Company, at Aberdeen, but ascertained that the 
bank had returned the stock to its owners, and had then no 
actual existence. Since that time it has been re-organized 
and is in active operation, but the season had so far ad- 
vanced as to render it impossible to visit that section again 
before the sitting of the Legislature. ^ 

The Vicksburg Bank, and the Water Works Bank at 
Vicksburg, are both preparing to make issues. The Port 
Gibson Bank is about to do the same. None of them how- 
ever are sufficiently in operation to call the attention of the 
commissioners. 

The Citizens’ Bank of Madison county, at Canton, has 
recently gone into operation, has made issues of post rotes, 
and notes payable on demand. We suhjoin the statement 
furnished by the president, which came to hand properly 
authenticated. 

A.suecinct view of the actual resources and liabilities of 
each bank, at the period of examination, is submitted; also 
a general statement of them all, at two different periods: 
the first on the LOth May, 1837, in the midst of the general 
panic, after the suspension of some of the banks, but before 
all in the State had ceased to redeem their notesán specie; 
the second on the 20th December, the latest day at which 
we could possibly obtain statements in. time te embody them l 
in the report. By these statements-it will be seen, that a 
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positive increase of circulation and deposites has been made 
since the suspension of specie payments, without a corres- 
ponding increase of specie. This, in the case of almost 
every bank, liis been caused by the purchase of cotton, or 
advancemenis, ostensibly to supply themselves with specie. . 
The large table (marked A) prcsents a general view of the 
situation of the banks at the pericds above named. A table 
of balances and of bank notes held by the banks would 
have been presented liad.all of them summitted to an exam- 
ination, thus enabling us 1o show the actual situalion of 
the accounts current of the institutions with each other; 
and the positive bank note circulation of the State.

Upon examination it will be found that the- 

amount of discounts, by.the banks examined, 

exceeds their. capital only by the sum of $2,587,794 

Their circulation is about one-fourth of the capital paid in. 

- The-proportion of specie to the amount of circulation- 
aud deposites is 1 to 15. 
_ Thestriking disproportion between the cash means and: 
eash liabilities of the banks at this time, is no evidence of 
a want of forecast or integrity on tbe part of the directory 
of those institutions, but in most instances has been the re- 

sult of causes beyond their control. The peculiarity: of 
charters in many cases compelling the banks to loan one-.- 
half their capital upon notes of long time, twelve months 

and renewable, and the large sums expended by other banks 

upen railroads which they were bound to complete within 

a given period, have, in a great measure, created this dis- 
parity. Add the amounts expended by those banks which: 
are compelled to make railroads, to their cash means, and: 
it will be seen that the sum will nearly equal their immedi- 
ate liabilities. Alarge proportion of the amount expended: 
upon railroads was paid in.specie. This was particularly 

the case with the Commercial and.Railroad Bank of Vicks- 
burg. 

The fact is palpable that those banks which were com- 
pelled by their charters. to loan within a few specified: 
months one-half their capital on long time, have been ex-- 
ceedingly crippleds The Commercial Bank of Manchester 
presents the most striking examples: that institution was: 
compelled to make its long loans in the three months just* 
prior to the suspension of specie payments, when the de- 
mand for the precious metals wasso great that nearly every 
dollar discounted was presented'in a few hours after for the 
specie.. We instance this bank, because the long loans 
were made at that critical juncture. It is true that the 
Commercial Bank of Natchez; and the Commercial Bank of 
Rodney made their long loans at the same period; but their 
loans were made to take up protested bills and relieve them- 
aelves from a;suspended. debt, thus merely changing the 
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eliaracter of the security and not increasing their cash lia- 
bilities. 

In view of the foregoing facts we are not at all surprised 
at the relative proportion of specie to circulation and de- 
posites exhibted by those banks which have dealt but little 
in exchange, lave made long loans to'any very great extent, 
or expended much upon railroads.- It is impossible for a 
bank with long paper only, although well secured, to meet 
notes or debts payable on demand: ‘This can only be ef- 
fected hy short paper, payable upon given days; hence it- 
might have been expected that banks which extensively 
purchase bills at thirty. and sixty days would have cxhibted- 
a greater proportion of specie to their circulation and de- 
posites. This no doubt they could have done had not near- 
ly every bill purchased in the months of February, March, 
and April, been thrown back upon them in the fórm of sus- 
pended debt by the failure of the commission houses in New- 
Orleans and Mobile. 

The securities to the assets of the various banks exam- 
ined by the board of commissioners are generally of a char- 
acter highly creditable to the judgment and prudence of 
the officers of those institutions. In commercial towns the 
banks have been guilty of favoritism to commission mer- 
chants. The liabilities of some of them are alarmingly enor-- 
mous; but it is worthy ofremark that the directory acknowl-- 
edge their reliance to be upon the planter as endorser,. 
although the discount was made to the merchant who loan- 
ed to the planter. "The liabilities of the officers of the 
banks in many instances-are much too great to permit a 
disinterested discharge of duty. 

In no instance have we been enabled to discover any di- 
rect violation of charter, except in the manner in which 
stock has been paid in, in the suspension of specie payments, 
and the non-complianee with charter in the establishment 
of branches. Every bank examined, bas, to a greater or. 
less extent, received the notes of individuals in -payment of 
stock, although their- charters require the payment to be 
made in specie or the notes of specie paying banks. "The: 
Commercial Bank of Natchez has not given as much capit- - 
al to her branches as the charter requires. ` E 

Only a trifling sum has ever:been presented to the banks - 
for protest, although most of them are subject by their char- 
ters to the payment of twelveand a half per cent. interest.. 
A people never have borne more patiently their wrongs. 
Never did such a spirit of forbearance pervade a:communi- 
ty as.that which characterizes our own.. Weighed down. 
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by the prostration of commercial credit, overwhelmed by a 
domestic and foreign debt accumulated during the rage of a 
speculating mania, bank credits strained to their utmost 
tension, the country flooded with a currency that depreci- 
ates with its increasing redundancy, still the astonishing 
spectable is presented of a whole people quietly suffering 
these evils, paying for merchandize with paper that is from 
20 to 30 per cent. below the standard of value, gold and 
silver, thus creating a tariff of 30 per cent. which the con- 
sumer must pay, and yet no suits are instituted against the 
banks to compel them to redeem each nominal amount with 
ils promised value. This spirit of forbearance is produced 
by a corresponding one on the part of the banks to their 
debtors, and by a general confidence which the people en- 
tertain in the solvency of our banking institutions and their 
“ultimate ability to meet all engagements.” 

The country has been overwhelmed by a deplorable ca- 
lamity. The root of the evil is to be found alike in the 
hearis and dispositions of the people as in excessive issues. 
by the banks. The desire for speculation was fed by bank 
issues and accommodations; but we find that the creation 
of so large a number of new banks, which have flooded the 
country with their paper, received its impctus from this 
same spirit of speculation. Bank charters were petitioned 
for with less reference to the wants of the community in 
which they were to be located, than to the desire of the 
projectors to speculate in stocks. 

The causes which produced this state of things are not 
now to be inquired into. "The best and most permanent 
mode of relief ought alone to occupy the minds of those who 
are vested with the power of enacting laws for the general 
welfare. PE. 

In order to arrive ata just conclusion as to the true poli- 
cy to be pursued— provided the banks be not enjoined—it 
will be necessary to examine, first, the power which the 
legislature possesses; second, the circumstances under 
which the present debt of our citizens was contracted, and 
the propriety of permitting them to pay those debts in a de- 
preciated currency; third, the probable length of time re- 
quired to enable them to liquidate their debts; fourth, the 
ability of the banks to resume in any given period; fifth, the 
limitations and restrictions which will be necessary to insure 
a gradual return to a currency that shall be convertible at 
any moment into gold and silver. 

Ist. The power which the Legislature possesses over the banks. 
The right of visiting any corporation is inherent in the 
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founder. The -Legislature created the banks and gave 
them certain privileges subject to certain'restrictions. The 
right to examine the affairs of each bank in any manner 
the Legislature in its wisdom may designate, whether point- 
ed out in the charter or not, is a well established principle 
—-a principle so plain and just in iis nature as to commend 
itself io the common sense of every individual. By the ex- 
ercise of the visiting power alone is the Legislature ena- 
bled to ascertain whether the privileges granted to corpo- 
rate bodies, are abused or transcended. To recognize any 
other principle would be virtually declaring tie created 
corporation superior to the creating power. 

The banks by their charters contracted to pay their res- 
pective notes (that are payable to bearer) on demand. 
Their refusal to pay is a violation of contract,as every note 
is a bona fide contract between the holder and the bank.— 
Every bank has received notes of individuals in payment of 
stock in violation of charter. Each bank with its broken 
charter is now at the mercy of ihe Legislature, for legisla- 
tive support or legislative condemnation and judicial pro- 
cess. Leniency and forbearance is recommended by the 
commissioners, for humiliating as the fact may appear, the 
fate of ihe people and the fate of the banks are at the pre- 
sent time identical. 

The board have abstained from making any distinction 
relative to the banks examined that might appear invidi- 
ous. The positive situation of each is exhibited in the 
statements annexed, and although we might in truth report 
the securities of one bank to be a little better than another. 
yet tliere is no isolated case of such a character as to call 
for any other than general action of the Legislature, it 
could be productive of no good and might, perchince, do 
some injury; therefore, so far as the banks your commission- 
ers have the honor of reporting are concerned, the same 
legislative action will apply as equitably to all. 

It affords us pleasure to state that not a single bank has 
expressed a desire io have the suspension of specie pay- 

ments recognized by law. The advocates of odious and un- 
constitutional relief laws are alone in their belief that the 
Legislature has the right to sanction by law the suspeusion 
ofspecie payments. It would interfere with the obligatious 
of the banks to the holders of their noies, and would be a 
palpable violation of that clause of the federal constitution 
which forbids the States passing any law which shall im- 
pair the obligation of contracts. Even were it competent 
for the Legislature to sanction such suspension, sound poli- 
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cy would dictate prospective action only, leaving past of- 
fences, where they now rest, to the forbearance of the peo- 
ple; for there exists a creditable reciprecity of forbearance 
which would cease if the banks were relieved from their 
obligations tothe holders of their notes. An attempt on 
the part of the Legislature to transcend its power by legal- 
izing for any period the suspension of specie payments, 
would have the effect of shaking still more rudely the credit 
of our State, which has already received a terrible shock 
abroad from those who have been enriched by the products 
of our soil, and the discounts upon our circulation, decried 
for the purpose of profit. 

In the exercise of the undoubted power which the Legis- 
lature possesses, it would not result unfavorably to the 
community at large, if those banks that have evinced a read- 
iness to exhibit their affairs be permitted to continue their 
business, after there shall have been thrown around them 
new restrictions as safeguards for the people. With those 
that have refused to acknowledge legislative authority, 
some decided step should be taken that will prevent the re- 
currence of a like indignity. $ 

2d. The circumstances under which the present debt was con- 
traded. In taking a full view of the relations between 
debtor and creditor, it is important to bearin mind that the 
debts in Mississippi were contracted at a period when our 
staple commanded a price 33 per cent, higher than at this 
time, and that if the people are not permitted fo pay in a 
depreciated currency, they will be unable to pay at all, and 
the whole credit of our banks and our people would be 
prostrate both at home and abroad. By coercing the banks 
io resume specie payments their circulation would instantly 
be diminished, the amount of specie they now have on 
hand, a more disastrous suspension would follow, the specie 
would be carried off by the western traders, and the abili- 
ty of our citizens to discharge their respeetive obligations 
would be diminished in the same ratio. 

The whole circulation of the banks, at the time of ex- 
amination, includiug the circulation of the Agricultural and 
Planters’ Banks with branches* was $5,870,740, while the 
aggregate amount of specie was $856,290. Unfortanately 
the paper issues have been allowed to regulate the price of 
property, without reference to the sole standard of value; 
| therefore it would be ruinous in the extreme to attempt now

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io bring down the circulation so that the amount of 
specie shall be its proper basis. On the contrary, the pre- 
sent circulation should be kept afloat, and such measures 
taken, as would compel the banks within a given period to 
increase their specie sufficiently to form a proper basis fer 
their circulation. The effect would be, to maintain property 
at nearly its present prices, prevent flactuations in the car- 
rency, and give every honest debtor, as nearly as possible, 
the same facilities to meet his obligations that existed at the 
time of contracting. 

3d. The probable length of time required for the liquidation 
of our debt. 'Toarrive at any couclusion upon this point, we 
must asceriain as nearly as possible the aggregate debt of 
the State and the means for its payment. The amount 
of foreign debi ii is impossible to arrive at with any degree 
of certainty. The cotton crops of the State constitutes the 
means for its liquidation. The crop of Mississippi, includ- 
ing that portion of the crop of Louisiana which is availa- 
ble in the payment cf Mississippi debis, (being owned by 
residents of Mississippi} cannot be less than 353,000 bales. 
which at the average price of $45 per bale, makes S15, 
750,000. The nett proceeds, after the payment of planta- 
tion expenses, eic.. will not more than pay our foreign debt. 
if from any cause, the average price of our staple should 
fall below $45 per bale, there would be a deficit to pro- 
vide for out of the crop of °38. There exists a large surplus 
bank debt, over and above the iezitimate line of discounts 
upon the amount of banking capital paid in, that will re- 
quire at least the nett proceeds of the crop of 738 to liqui- 
date. "Then the proceeds of two crcps will be required to 
discharge our foreign and surplus bank debt. 

4th. The ability of the banks to resume at any given period. ` 
The cotton crop of 1837 will be required to pay our 
foreign debt. "The crop of ’38 will discharge the surplus 
bank debt. Whether the payment befmzde in cotton to 
the banks or otherwise, still the banks will heve the ability 
to increase the amount of specie in their vauits so as safely 
to resume specie payments. 

A view of the situation of the banks, is evidence suffi- 
cient that they are unable to resume now. The first of 
July or August in any yearis the most proper period to 
fix upon for resumption. The reason is obvious; we an- 
nually consume of the products of the west, the value of 
$3,500,000 in pork, corn, flour, bacon, beans, bagging, rope, 
horses and mules, while the whole amount of our exports 
in exchange is less than $500,000, and the immense balance 
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must be paid in specie or its equivalent, checks on the 
north. This trade, in which there is so little reciprocity, 
ceases about the first of July, hence that is the most proper 
period to lix upon for a resumption of specie payments, 

A large proportion of the assets of the banks fills due by 
the first of July next, but the amourt that wil] be paid, 
will fall short of the increase of circulation by the advance- 
ments on cotten; therefore, the banks will noi be in a 
better condition for resumption than now. An attempt to 
resume a: early as January, 1829, would certainly eifect the 
prices, not only of thé crop of *38, but also that portion of 
the present crop that remains uosold when the measure of 
resuming shall be resolved upon. dt is equally certain, 
that a depreciation of our staple at home, will be followed 
by a still greater depreciation in Europe. It is undeniably 
true, that the bank of England can, by refusing facilities 
to those connecied with American trade, exercise a power- 

-fal iuffüoncc over the American exports; and thar she will 
do £9, to save | er precious coins, we cannot doubt. 

Another consequence of a resumption so early as January, 
1839, would be the reduction of the aggregate bank circu- 
lation three -aillions, the balance against.us in the western 
trade, tie egi ct of which would be felt by the whole com- 
munity, on the prices af produce and labor, Debts which 
were ccairacted wien (hecirculating medium was redun- 
dant and prices high, could not be paid with a greatly 
seduced circ: lation and a consequent reduction in prices. 

By fixing on July or August, 739, for a resumption of 

efpecie payments, the period being distant, and their being a 
certainty of eur realizing a fair price for this and ihe greater 
part of next crcp, we could gradually import specie without 
effecting the pice of car own staple. We would thus en- 
able ail our ciizens to pay their debts more spcedily and 
more cerininiy. The banis would nci only have the pra- 
ceeds of the crops of "37 aud 738 but a portion of tne crop 
of °39 15 op. rate upon before there could be avy general 
run upon tem for specie, Tt svould be cxtremlv inpolitic 
to force a resumption at an earlier period than July or Au- 
£ust^39. ba: the banks can at that period resume with per- 
fect safety to Lhe community. 

Sth. The limitations and restrictions necessary ta insure a 
gradual return.ts a currency that shall be convertatle into gold 
or sicer, wilh proper safeguards for the people hereafter. It 
would be impoletic to reduce the circulation of the banks 
at the present time, as it would be onerous upon the people 

` and disturb the relations which now exist between debtor 
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and creditor. The object then should be, to increase 
gradually the specie untilit shall form a proper and legiti- 
mate basis for the present circulation and®the average 
emonunt of deposits. "That our banks require a larger pro- 
portion of specie to their circulation and deposits, than the 
bangs of many other states, is owing te the peculiar atti- 
iude which Mississippi occupies. "The whole western trade 
is a dead loss—an annual drain of specie, which can only 
he prevenied by our planters grewiag ali those products 
which we now import from the west. ‘This trade will 
ppear more sirikingly disadvantageous to us, when con- | 
«sied with the wesiern trade which Louisiava drives. The , 
sports of that State from the west for consumption, amcunt 
> much less than the value of the products of her own soil, 
gar and molasses, with which she supplies the west. It 
s evident ibat Mississippi, by carming on a trade in which 
e is no reciprocity, is compelled io supply the whole 
west with specie, that must be farnished by cur banks so 
long as this improvident trace is prosecuted. Hence a 
inrcer proportion of specie to ine circulation and deposits 
oi our banks is needed. than would otherwise be requisite. 
‘That deposites should be accounted as circulation is evi- 
dent from the faci, that they ere more directly than the 
circulation an immediate cash dietis. The circulation ot 
a bank may be disiribuied all ever the State, and caanot 
possibly be presented for payment in a very short space of 
tame, whereas the individual derosites may all be withdrawn 
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degree impaired, the deposites decrease with amazing rapid- 
ity. This may be incorrect with regard fo other sections 
ot the Union; bot the experience of years proves that 
whai may be a practical result or-a safe line of conduct for 
banks in one State, is net im anether. 
The reporis of the bank of Enginnd show, that in pros- 
p rous times the maximum of deposites may be relied upon 
43 so much permanent capital, for ihe moment a panic en- 
sues by any revulsion in trade through -bank agency or 
otherwise, her depositesincrease. The reverse is the case 
vith us, for the deposites are withdrawn at every revulsion. 
They are of course a cash iiability, and the mere forbear- 
ance on the part of depositors to use their own funds, should 
int be construed into a removal of immediate liability on 
ke part of the bank. : : 
A general law which shall embrace the following com- 
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palsioné, restrictions and penalties, would no doubt bhaye æ 
very beneficial influence, to wit: i mE 

Ist. The banks to resume spécie payments on the first 
day of August, 1839, and at that period to have specie 
enough in their vaults to bear the proportion of one dollar 
to every four of circulation and deposites. "The resumption 
to take place, provided the banks in the Atlantic cities 
shall have resumed; if not, in August 1840, the resumption 
positively to take place. 

2d. In August, 1840, and ever after,the banks to have at 
least ene dollar in specie to every three dollars of circula- 
tion and deposites, and after that period not to bave an 
issue of any note under the denomination of ten dollars. 

3d. The circulation.of banks whose capital is over one 
million, not to exceed one-half the amount of capital paid 
in; the circulation of banks with a capital of one million 
and under, not to exceed two-thirds the amount paid in. 

4th, Quarterly publications, under the direction of the 
commissioners and at the expense of the banks, to be made 
of their affairs. 

Sih. The banks to furnish each other a quarterly state- 
ment of the account of each individual or firm whose lia- 
bilities exceed $10,000. . 

6th. No officer permitted io have accommodations, or 
limit them to a &mall amount, each director like the presi- 
dent and cashier to receive a salary. 

7th. The non-compliance with these provisions to autbor- 

‘ize a withdrawal of charter, either now or hereafter. 

The probable effect of the four first suggestions is obvious. 
If made'a law of the land, it would prevent the continual 
fluctuations in the price of property, which are the result 
of unrestricted issues and uncontrolled contractions; and 
by prohibiting the issue of five dollar notes, the specie cir- 
culation will be increased about one-twelfth of the aggre- 
gate issues. 

The effect of publishing a general statement of the af 
fairs of each bank, will enable the private citizen as well 
as the banker to decide upon purchase or sale. Heretofore 
the banks had it in their power, by expansions or contrac- 
tions, to elevate or depress the price of property at pleasure; 
while the citizen who had no access to bank books, was 
made the victim of knowing speculators. A general, pub- 
lication will in a great measure remedy this. 

The object of requiring the banks to furnish each other 
‘with a statement of the liabilities of individuals or firms, 
is to prevent their being imposed upon, thus making the 
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security to the note holders far betfer than if bad debte 
were contracted. 

Paying the directors salaries instead of permitting fhenr 
to absorb all ihe bank accommodations, would be generally 
beneficial. 

The manner in which bank stock is usually paid in, calls 
loudly for the interference of the Legislature. In most in- 
stances net by means of cash, but merely bank credits is 
the form of loans from other banks jor one instalment, and 
stock notes forthe balance. ‘Phe actual operation of which 
is, io moke the apparent lender the acteal borrower. Ht 
nominally increases the banking capital of the State, but 
in reality cripples commercial} enterpriz>, by absorbing 
those bunk credits which legitimately belong io the 
merch: ats.

Mn. SPEAKER: 

The committee to whose consideration the foregoing re- 
solution was rcferred, have given to the subject which itin- 
volves, the calm and dispassionate reflection which its vast 
magnitude and importance requires, and have instructed me 
to report, as follows: 

Your committee believe from the manner in which his 


exccllency the Governor introduces the subject of a Na- 


tional Bank in bis written communication to the two houses 
of the legislature, that he looks to it as part and parce} of 
the means of enabling “our citizens to anticipate another 
crop," and “to retain as a spring to industry a portion 
of the means now in their possession to operate upon." 
Such is the plain and palpable inference from the language 
employed in the message. If these were the only advanta- 
ges or disadvantages incident to the establishment of such 
an institution, your committee would not conceive it their 
duty further to investigate the subject, since “an expression 
of this body," however carly or emphatic, would noi, in the 
course of human probability, effectuate in any particular, 
ihe object pointed out. 

But looking beyond those immediate objects, your com- 
mittee have thought it their duty to examine the subject 
more thoroughly. In doing this, ‘they find it divisible into 


two parts, cacn of which (hey propese to cxamine in ils or-^ 


der. First, as to the constitutional right of the general 
government, to cxercise the power of ciecting such an in- 
stitution: ‘Secondly, as to the cxpeécieucs or propriety of 
establishing such an institution at tliis Gime,and its probable 
effects upon State Banks aud other local interests. 

Your committee sce no reasou to Gey art frun ihe long set- 
tled and well established. repubiiczn principle, that the 
government of the United States is onc of timited delega- 
ted powers, and that it can in no case, with propriciy, exer- 
cise any other powers, than such as have Leen cxpressly 
delegated, and such others a> spring incidentally out of 
those substantively given. That within the ephere of iis 
delegated powers, it is bound to revolve; uid whenever it 
shoots beyond this orb, it becomes a trespasser upon the 
rights of the States, and produces a tendency to consolida- 
tion, and absolute anarchy, alarming to stale sovereignty, 


and at once subversive of the best interest of the American 
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people. Viewing the General Government. then. as one of 
limited auinofix. entitied io exercise only such powers as 
are above speciliec, your committee Lave sca:ched will an 
anxious. sGliciiuie every line in the Constitution, to find 
some warrant fo: the erection ofa National Bank. It is not 
pretended hy the most zealous friends of this great measure. 
that the authority for the establishment cf a ational 
Bank. is to be found amc ng the enumeraicd powers. The 
only legitimate subject of enquire then is. can it be made 
incidental i, the exercise of any specific grant of power? 
itis proper. first, perhaps, to define the meaning of i.ciden- 
in| powers, as applied io this enquiry. They are saci 
powers alone as are absolutelv essential and necessary to 
carry into effect the substantive enumerated powers; as for 
instance, the power is expressiv and especially given to 

rcate post offices and post reads; the subject of legitimate 
enquiry then is. what are the incidental, or implied powers 
carried along with, and to be exercised by virtue of the 
specific grani? The answer is clearly and emphaticaily.— 
all powers necessary and proper, for carrsing into full and 
complete cloct this substan; e power. As fof instance. 
the power of appointing post masters. Jetting out mail con- 
tracts. providing by iaw for the punishment of mail robber- 
ies. and iodo all other acts necdiul to be done, for the cheap, 
safe and speedy iranspertation of tlie mail from one place to 
another. ‘These ar: incicental powers, which, though not ex- 
pres-ly enumerated, are absolniely “necessary for carrying 
into effecti that express authority to create post oitccs and 
post reads,” ang without which that clause in ihe Consita- 
lion v ouid cver remain a dead letter. Thus the power io 
create military schovls and academies, though not expressly 
granted. is iairly incidental to the powers of declaring war. 

nd providing ior the common defence. Jf tis be ibe cor- 
rect rule for defiuing incidental powers, the next enquiry 
very properly is to the exercise of what specific graut is the 
power io chariera bank incidenial? Here vour committee 
find themselves Jaunched fall upon the trackless ocean of 
Visionary political speculation. Whilst one class of polit 
cians, find ample authority for the exercise'of this power, 
in that clau:e of the Constitation which says, that * Con- 
gress shall provide for the common defence and general wel- 
fare ofthe people of the United States; another class con- 
tend that it is incidental to the power “to regulate com- 
merce amongst the several States, and with Forcign ika- 
tions,’—and another asserts (hat the obligatory clause, re- 
quiring Congress io see that the revenue is coliected in a 
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aniform manner, throughout the United States, carries along 
with it, by an irresistable rule of construction, the power to 
charter banks, —whilst another, less disposed to define and. 
particularise, argue that itis necessary to carry into effect 
the delegated powers generally. It has occurred to your 
committee as a subject worthy of some remark, that of the 
many parties and factions which advocate the cause of a 
National Bank, there is not one which does not admit, that 
if the General Government exercise such power, it must 
find a guarantee for so doing, in (lie Constitution, since that 
government can do no act of sovercignty, other than is al- 
lowed by the terms of that instrument, and yet no two of 
them agree as to what clause affords that guarantee. 

. Your committee have also viewed with singular emotions 
the wondcrful influence of this great question over the 
minds of politcial partizans. It has brought together and 
made to harmonise, ail the elements of opposition. The 
Lion and the Lamb may well be said to have lain down to- 
gether. The high-toned Nullifier, whose sword leaps 
quickly from its scabbard to protect his country, and to 
avenge even a look that threatens her with insult; he whose 
warm hined coursed quickly through his veins upon the very 
mention cf ~ Protective Tariff’ and whose choler drove 
bim almost to madness, in resisting an unconstitutional act 
of the C^acral Government, is found greeting in this great 
con£ict w.th amazing cordiality, the cold calculating Feder- 
alist, win thought it exceedingly impious io rejoice at the 
success of our arms in war, and who thinks a Tariff to pro- 
tect northera mar factories, perfectly constitutional. Yes, 
Sir, we fiad that those who believe a tariff constitutional, 
and those who belicve it unconstitutional,—those who be- 
lieve Internal Improvement by the General Government, 
constitutional, and those who believe it unconstitutional — 
and last, though not ieast, those who believe a bank consti- 
tutional, and those who believe it unconstitutional, all uni- 
ting, with a few honorable exceptions, in advocating a Dank 
of the United States. Is it forthe cause of the Bank that 
all this is done? No! It is for that other purpose of de- 
siroying the existing Administration, and bringing it into 
disrepute among the people. It surely never can be said 
that a party who but a little while ago, were ready to resist 
“ peaceably if they could, forcibly if they must," an uncon- 
stitutional act on ihe part of the General; Government, are- 
now, for the mere love of gold, ready to commit what most 
of them believe, or profess to believe, a still greater infrac- 
tion upon that Constitution? a We are unwilling to 
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believe it; the fountain of this out-pouring in favor of a 
National Bank will be found in an anxious longing after

E inrict of Columbia, nor in anv of the 
ETIS aad among the enumerated powers 
of uc General Government, i» one authorising it to provide 
for ike common defence and general welfare. Suppose 
then iaat the abolitionists of the north, whose strength. dis- 
gaiss it as you wil, if incveating with frightful rapi idity, 
shoul, under tus rale of construction adopted by jurists, 
and sanctioned by pol liticians s, insist (hai in all cases, it was 
their daty ic provide for ie "general welfare," in obedience 
io ibe power give. tiem. and that to carry into effect this 
specific grant of power, it was "necessary" to abolish 
Slavery in the District of Columbia, and tht States where 
ji exisis. We ash "ether it might nof be competent for 
them ic do so,or how this case is distinguished from the one 
immediaiely under consideration, to wit: the power to char- 
ter a National Bank, because it is a measure * necessary 
for the “general weliare;? and if the Supreme Court 
thought it incompetent for them to enquire into the degree 
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of necessity involved in the first case, could they undertake 
to make the enquiry in the latter? We think not. Again, 
suppose the Nation in the present enfeebled state of its 
Treasury, be suddenly involved in aconflict with Great 
Britain, or some ether foreign power, Congress is called 
upon to furnish money to carry on the war; this she refuses to 
do by levying a direct tax which shall bear equally upon all 
portions of the U. States.—bul incorporates a company, and. 
invests them with exclusive power to navigate the Missis- 
sippi River for fifty years, in consideration that that com- 
pany will pay the government a bonus of twentv-five mil- 
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konsoli money. The power to have such action onthe part ` 
of the General Government, is well questioned; it is not 
however expressly prohibited, and Congress asserts that it 
is “necessary” in providing for the “common defence and 
general welfare” to charter said company, and invest them 
with sich powers, for the consideration of the twenty-five 
million bonus, and the Supreme Court,if appealed to, says, 
Congress is to be the judge of the necessify, and we will 
not interfere. 

W ehask if such rules of construction, with such arguments 
to sustain them, mtv nof, indeed if they are not likely to 
lead to the most disastrous consequences—consequences 
portentous of great evil to tbe rights of the States, and 
threatening at once the stability of our excellent forms of 
Government? Your committce are of opinion, that this 
clause of the Constitution, furnishes no warrant for the es- 
tablishmert of a National Bank. 

The second enquiry is, as to the measure cf power con- 
ferred by that clause of the Constitution, delegating au- 
thority to the General Government, io regulate commerce 
between the States, and how far a ^ National Bank is ne- 
cessary and proper" to the perfection of this power. 

What is meant by regulating commerce between the 
States and foreign nations, in the sense of tlie Constitution, 
is a subject of énquiry, properly engaging the attention of 
your corumittee. 'lhereisan essential difference we think, 
between the means cf carrying on commerce, and the regula- 
tion of commerce. Wf instead of saying that Congress might 
pass laws regulating commerce among ihe several states 
and foreign nations, fhe Constitution had declared that 
Congress should have power to furnish the means of carry- 
ing on commerce between the states etc., then weWhink 
the advocates of a National Bank, might well have 
pointed to that provision, as affording the strongest guaran-' - 
tee for ihe action which they propose to have. The facili- 
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ties in the «hanc of exchanges. bank noies Bic. which am 
institalian of this Riad is capable of affording, may welt 
be reganied asa copwenient meam of carving on trade. 
Baz how these faciles can be reganied as regulating com- 
niercc. we ae ata less te deiermine. We have accustomed 
surelves $o regani thir s: a government In which the 
geyeri Tanam varias Was respected.

bank can and ought to be chartered. Your committee are 
of aditerent opinion, —:he assertion is evidently based upon 
the assumption, t that it is whoily impracticable to collect the 
revenue, in any thing else than a paper currency. H the 
premises are yielded, ; the reasoning may fol low. Butare the 
premises founded in reason and good conscience, according 
to the spirit of the Coustitutl ion? We chink rot. The 
framers of the Constitution have not done their work by 
halves, wherever it is made the daty of government to do a 
particular act, the means are afforded to affec ct that act, iallv. 
perfectly and entirely. Hence the power of coining money, 
and regalating the value theres, is conferred upon the 
General "Government, to enable it to carry iuto effect that 
other clause, which requires it to collect duties, *mports etc.. 
in a “uniform manner." Else how could they do it? "axes 
are to be collected in dollars and cenis, and if Virginia 
made dollars to consist of seventy-five cents, New York of 
eighty, and Massachusetts of sixty-eighi and iLree-fourin 
cenis, as might probably have icen the case. if ihe whole 
power of coining and regulating the value of money bad 
not been surrendered to the General Government; jand 
under this state of affairs, with coin thus ad lulterated, it 
would have created as much embarrassment fo the General 
Government to collect its revenue ect.-in a an iform manner, 
as it would thus be collected in the notes of local banks, at 
present depreciated to greaier and less amounfs, in every 
state in the union. Your commitice do not hesitate to pro- 
nounce, that the means of collecting the public’ dues is 
clearly pointed cul by the C Constitution. 

Besides your committee are of opinan. that ihe Consti- 
iufion never contemplated, that the General Government 
should ablige itseif to receive in payment of its dacs, an 
article which it could not offer in discharge of iis liabilities. 
Tt would be a monstrous construction of the Constitution, 
to say that the General Government might properiy foree 
bank bills upon a creditor, in dis scharge of a debi! “No 
such power is yet claimed by that Government, certainly 
none such was ever given. 

Your committee upon a fulland impartial investigation of 
this whole subject, can find in the Constitution no warrant ior 
the erection of such an instituiion. Precedent gives it the 
strongest claim which it has apen your atiention; but pre- 
cedent is not law, much less can it be made io alter or 
amend the Constitution. So far however as precedent goes, 
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we are willing it should have its due weight; it is ground 
however, upon which the advocates of a National Bank 
should lightly (read. The opponents of the bank can show 
five precedents against it where its friends can show one in 
Hsfavor. One Congress in 1791 decided in favor of a bank, 
and another in IBI! decided against it; one Congress in 
1815 decided against a bank, and another in 1816 in its 
favor; agaia, in 1632, 1834 and in 1837 Congress successive- 
ly decided against (he measure. The precedents in the na- 
tional councils are therefore,more than two to one against it. 
if then we refer io state legislatures and to the decision 
of state courts, the precedenis so far as they go, are as four 
io cne. So far theu as precedent is concerned, we think 
there can be nothing jound which militates in favor of a 
bark. ‘The mere fact of a National Bank having existed 
for four fifihs of the time, since the organization of the 
gevernment, carries with it bui little force, when urged as 
evidence that ihe people have, during that time, acquiesced 
in its establishment, if we reflect that it has only been at: 
the expiration of caci charter, that ihe people have been 
favored with an oppertuity of expressing their views, as to 
is cxpediency or consiitütionality. "There is no means of 
ascertaining wheter ihe people during that time, acqui- 
csced in its creation or existence, since all means ef giving 
expression to their sentiments was denied by the terms of 
iis charicr, which for cach successive term contiaued for 
eniv years. H is urged as a further argument in favor 
ofa bank, itat General Washington sanctioned it in 1791; 


ef the amendmen: to ihe Constitution, restricting the- 
Geacral Govcorument in its aetion, aud specially declaring 
that all powers not delegated are reserved io the states re- 
rpectivelv, or lo ike people, was not adepted. The 
line between ihe sovereignty of the states and national 
government was Lot dislineily drawn, and the rights of the ` 
staies were noi at ihat period regarded with the same jea- 
leus cye as at present. And it was the «ncroachments of 
ihe Gencral Government upon the rights of the states, in 
ihe nature cf fed:ral clicn and sedition laws, that first arous- 
cd the fears of the states for their reserved rights, and caused 
them to make the express declaration contained in the tenth 
section, —wbat General Washingion would havedone after 
the adopiion of that section, must ever remain a matter of 
doubt. But if his general devotion to the rights of the 
peeple afford any criterion, we may reasonably infer, ihat 
ne never vould have yielded hiis assent to such a measure. 
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Your committee having thus embodied their opinions upon 
this division of the subject, will submit briefly their views 
upon the second point; to wit, as to the expediency or pro- 
priety of establishing such an institution at this lime, and 
its probable effects upon state banks and local interests. 
Banks are not money, nor is the paper which they issue a 
safe substitute for money, any further than it represents 
coin, ints wiica it miy be converte] at the will of the 
holder. The first care then of those who incorporate 
banks, should be to enquire from what source is the money 
to be derived? with which we propose to fill the vaulis and 
enable it to commence the process of issuing. 

Perhaps we are told that this stock will readily sell in a 
foreign market. But we hear a thousand voices from every 
point of the compass answering, Mo! No! We want no 
foreign subject fatening on our labor, and coniroiins with 
his money our politics in peace, nnd our commerce in peace 
and in war, The indignant voice cf the American people 
has been too often raised against this monstrous scheme, 
any longer to permita lingering hope that they may ever 
sanction it. How then are we to obtain the capitai? Our 
citizens will unhesitatingly buy the stock, but by what 
means are they to pay forit? Certainly notin the notes of 
docal banks, they form no basis upon which a national bank 
would dare toizsuc. You must forec the m lo resume specie 
payment, to evable your stockholdars to convert the paper 
(with which they propose to pay iheir stock) into specie, 
and thereby drive them to bankruptcy orallow the stock to 
remain unpaid. For we hold ii to bce' absolutely certain, 
that the local banks never would, unless drivento it, attempt 
so rash an act as the resumption of specie payment, whilst 
thousands of hangry expectants waited at their doors, ready 
to rush in and devour their litle subslance; and if driven 
to it, is there not great danger that finding themselves 
thwarted in their calculations, that many of them who might 
be able, by pradent conduct, to discharge all their liabil- 
ities, would venture upon the desperate expedient of con- 
fessing thein bankruptcy, dividing the spoil and saying to 
anxious creditors, (go your way we have not wherewith 
tö relieve your demand.” If these thoughts are entitled 
to any consideration, we think they afford some reason why 
we should not be too. hasty in calling into existence a crea- 
ture like this, which can only live by feasting on our sub- 
stance, But by what other means can it effect our real 
interests? We reply, that whilst it does not add te the value 
of our great staple, it does by augmenting the amount of 
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an article called paper money, increase the price of ever} 
article of domestic consumption. 

Does a proposition so clear as this need reason to eluci- 
dale it or argument to sustain it? We assert that the 
charter of a National Bank does not increase the value of 
cotton; all experience proves that this great article of com- 
merce is not regulated by the existence of banks, but by the 
demand for it. by those who fabricate it into cloth and 
other things. - If we see a remarkable rise in the price of 
cotton, we are apt to inquire the cause; the answers, be 
E ever so numerous, at length resolve themselves into 

2, plain and simple; thedemand is greater now than it was 
rice Hence we find thatin 1827, 728,729 and 730, when. 
the bank was in the fullest tide of its operation, cotton was 
worth seven pence (equal to twelve cents) but in 1836, when 
the bank was vertually out of existence, the demand in- 
creased, and cotton rose from sixteen to twenty-two cents. 

If then it does not render the labor of the citizens morc 
valuable, we are at a loss io discern the great advantages | 
which the working man is to derive from its creation. But 
we are satished of its effects. when the redundency of 
paper money which it circulates; has swelled in a twofold 
relation. the valuc of every horse. plough, harrow and other 
articles of husbandry or family consumption which the kt- 
borerbuys. Then we find itis an institution, which insiead of 
lightening the poor man’s toils, in fact levies a heavy con- 
tribution upon the wages of his industry . Bisan institation 
which make the weak weaker and the potent man power- 
ful: ever filching from the poor man’s band, to replenish 
the rich man’s purse. Your committee have mistaken the 
duties of legislators, if i£ is their province io guard over 
the peculiar interest of the speculator and gambler, who live 
by the patronage of banks, to the detriment and rain of the 
honest yeomen, whose toils have raised our happy republic 
from a few dependant colonies, to the highest pinnacle of 
national fame. causing Indian wigwams ‘to give place to 
splendid cities, and the whole wilderness to bloom and 
blossom as the rose. Jt is well said that “the laborer is 
worthy of his hire," and the illustrious Durke never uttered 
a sentiment which better deserved to be embalmed in the 
hearts of freemen, than that the working man shonld feel 
the wages of his labor in his pocket and hear it jingle. 

In conclusion, we recommend as an expression of this 
body on the subject of a national bani, the adopfion of the. 
following resolutions ; 

1 Resolved, That the Government of the. United States 
has no Constitutional right to charter a National Bank. 
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2 Resolved, That itis inexpedient and improper to charter 
such an institution at this time, even if Congress had the 
Constitutional right to: do so;

Mr. Mellen, from a select committee, made the following 
report, to wit: 

The seleet committee, to whom was referred so much of 
the governors message as relates to elections, and a bill to 
. be entitled *An act to change the mode of electing county 
officers,” have had the same under consideration, and have 
instructed me to make the following report: 

* In all despotic governments, where the will of a single 
individual is the law of the land, forms, in the execution 
ef that law, are either few or simple, or are entirely dis- 
pensed with; for the people have no acknowledged rights 
or liberties, which requires the protection of the strong arm 
of the law; the sovereignty resides in the monarch, and all 
formalities in the execution of his edicts would act as so 
many checks upon the exercise of his prerogatives, and - 
delay the administration of his laws. As the the people 
emerge from this state of vassalage, they first require writ- 
ten laws, which, although imposed without their assent, 
' form a barrier—a thin one it is true, but still a barrier— 
against the sudden whim or caprice of the tyrant. "This 
point sccured, the people next fortify themselves upon a 
written constitution, an agreement between the rulers and 
the ruled—laws not in contradiction to that instrument the 
latter agree to obey, while the former yields his right to 
impose any other. From this, it is but a single step to a 
republican form of government; in which the people, who 
are the sovereigns, make the constitution, and enact the 
laws, while their representatives, to whom the exercise of. 
the power of legislation is delegated, are confined strictly 
within the limits prescribed by.the fundamental law, certain 
forms and ceremonies are laid down for the observance of 
the officer, whose duty it is made to execute, or to see that 
the laws be faithfully executed.” : 

In exact proportion to the freedom and independence of 
the people, these forms x m increase in number 
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and complexity; for the greater the freedom, the more jeai- 
ous do the people become of those to whom they have given 
in trust the power of administering the laws. The people 
of the State of Mississippi have said, through their repre- 
sentatives, by whom and in what manner the laws shall be 
executed; and any change in the officer, or the mode of 
execution, is an infringement upon their rights, and dan- 
gerous to the existence of their liberties; and they should 
look with suspicion, nay, frown down, every attempt to vio- 
late or to dispense with these forms, upon the pleas either 
of convenience or necessity. Although the laws be so con- 
structed as to produce inconvenience, or even incividual 
wrong, if constitutional, they should be respected till re- 
pealed by the proper authority. tis not left to incividual 
opiaion to decide upon their equity, much less io the exe- 
cutive to dispense with their enlorcement. : 
indeed, this assumption of power is one of the preroga- 
' lives of the despot, and should not be ioierated. Ff the 
laws operate unequaliy or unyostly, the evil cau be but 
temporary; because the remedy of repeal or amendment is 
at hand, and easily obtained. "Phe danger is by no means 
diminished. if, for an infraction of ihe laws, or ihe vio- 
lation of iis forms, that it is done under the specious plea 
of obeying the will of the people. "The wil of the people 
is expressec in the laws; and that will is protected by ihe 
forms instituied for observance, in ihe administration of 
those laws; and every infringement is in opposition to, and 
destruciive or, thai will. 

While your committee regard, with so much distrust, the 
non-observance oi the laws and the formalities thrown 
around their execution, they would take away;severy 
apoiogy from the executive officer for neglect of düty, by 
clearly defining bis obligations, and making the perform- 
ance of them possible, 

With these views, your commitiee have revised the pres- 
ent election Juws, ciyil and military, and submit, as the 
result of their labors, a bill io be entitled “An act regula- 
ting civil and military elections in this Siate.”

The committee to whom was referred the memorial of . 
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ihe Jefferson college and Washington lyceum, upon the 
subject of a geological survey of this State by the authority 
thereof, beg leave to make the folowing report: : 
The early day upon? which the legislature will adjourn 
forbids your committee from entering as fully inio the con- 
sideration of the subject of the memorial as they. would 
have desired, and which (he great importance of a geolo- 
gical survey of the State would seem to demand; and in 
the absence of a collection of well authenticated facis, anc 
of oficial reports, detailing the benefits arising from such- 
surveys elsewhere; your committee would have with much 
diflidence and hesitation recommended a course of action for 
the adoption of the House, were the general results not 
well known to the public, and if it were not also self-evident 
that a liberal.and enlightesed policy ia legislation for de- 
veloping the physical resources of .(he State was the only 
one entitled to the-sanction of the legislature of the State 
of Mississippi. The immense advantages which have fel- 
lowed geological surveys in Massechusetts and other of our 
sister States, are surely strong: recommendations to Missis- 
sippi to profit by their experience; but there are other rea- 
sons for anticipating cqual profit in the survey of our own 
State, and toa few in the long catalogue of which we would 
respectfully beg leave to call the attention of the House. 
That the Indians who occupied the territory within the 
present limits of our State werein possession of silver orna- 
ments prior to the period of their first intercourse with the 
European race, is a fact sustained by tradition and history. 
There is a possibility, it is true, that the material from . 
which these ornaments were manufactured, or the orna- 
ments themselves may have been obtained by trade with 
other tribes, or as the spoils of victory from their enemies. 
ft has, however, been asserted, with what truth; your com- 
mittee have not the means to determine, that the Choctaws 
were in possession of a Led of silver ore; if truc, an expe- 
rienced and practical geologist would probably discover its 
location; for as we see different growths in the vegetable 
kingdom upon different scils and in different climates, and 
similar growths upon similar soils and within the same lati- 
tudes, plainly indicating that they are there in obedience to 
the immutable laws of naiure, so the geologist and mineral- 
ogist is enabled to detcet by indications equally clearin the 
face of the country, soil, and in| the rock, and other gcolo- 
gical formations, the presence of the precious metals, with- 
in the latitudes which are the northern and southern boun- 
dariy of Mississippi, upon the east and west, and between, 
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the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, gold and silver abounds, 
and it is-therefore not unreasonable to conclude that they: 
may be found enriching our own.soil. Rich specimens of 
lead ore have been gathered within a days journey of the 
capital of the State. Coal, we are told, has been found 
upon the banks of the Pearl. Iron, probably, in great abund- 
ance exists within our limits, specimens of which have 
been examined by your committee, and they entertain little 
or no doubt that the expenscs of a. geological survey of the 
State would be repaid with tenfold interest by the dicove- 
rics in the mineralogical depariment—by exposing to view 
a single bed of coal of good quality and of ordinary extent, 
would do this. Important as we must admit the possession ` 
of minerals and metals will be, bylessening the dependance 
and increasing the wealth and résources of our own State, 
itis by no means the only or even the greatest benefit to be 
derived from a faithful discharge of the duties of the geolo- 
gist.. 

By a knowledge ofa correct analysis of the soil which he 
delyes, the young farmer is placed at once in possession of 
that information which otherwise could be obtained after 
experimenting for years, at the expense of much money and 
valuable time. By this knowledge also, the scientific plan- 
ier is not only enabled to preserve his lands from the ex- 
haustion ofcoustant cultivation, but may annually increase its 
ability to sustain and nourish vegetation. An acquaintance 
with the nature and peculiar properties of the-criginal soil 
assists him in making a more judicious admixture with cal- 
carious and other earths, and a better selection and appli- 
cation of nutritive and fertilizing substances. It will be the 
duty of the geologist to point out the spot where these may 
be found. - 

Your committee are unwilling toleave the subject under 
consideration without reciting one or two facts stated upon 
newspaper authority, showing the advantages arising from 
geological surveys to the public and to individuals. By the 
discovery of a quarry of verde antique or green marble by 
the geologist appointed by the State of Massachusetts, it is 
estimated that the State is the gainer of more than.a mil- 
lion of dollars. In New Jersey, a farmer had been for sev- 
eral years hauling marl a distance of some miles, and at con- 
siderable expense, to improve his lands; when, upon exam- 
_ination by a geologist, it was found that he possessed upon 

his own ground a large deposite of that earth. Itis. howev- 
er, unnecessary~ to’enumerate cases even if the limits of a 
report would permit. To an agricultural community like 
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vara a geological survey of the State must be of incalcu- 
Jable advantages to the antiquarianiand the historian it 
will be one of usefalness and interest. ‘The immense mounds 
scattered over the State will not (ail to attract attention— 
eur prairies, always subjects of speculation and wonder, 
will be examined, and it is not impossible that their secret 
may be divulged. Almost every county ia the State boasts 
of iis "mineral springs; their waters will be analyzed, and 
their virtues made known, and their deleterious qualities 
detected and exposed. [a trath, if the execution of the 
work be entrusted to capable and faithful hands, the result 
cannot fail to be highly beneficial to the State and to the 
people. i 

Your committee will anticipate no objections, for they 
know of none of suficient importance to deserve the con- 
sideration of the House.

^ «dn considering this subject, ‘he minority have beepractanted by 
an anxious wish to concur in the opinions of one-so highly distin- 
guished as astalesman; and.as an inflexible champion of the rights 
of -the people, as is the chairman of this.committee; but we cannot 
so far yield to the autliority of his-dignified name, as fo abandon 
convietions, which if not established 1 in: as much learning and wis- 
dom as the.opiniens set forth in said'zeport; have, at least, the sanc- 
tion-affarded-by a long experience, by which the benefits resulting 
fronr the operations- of a national bank, bofh at home and abroad, 
have been so signally exemplified. ‘Phere are many reasons assign- 
ed by the governor, inso muchof his: message as relates fo à nation: 
.gl bank, which have been entirely overlooked "in said ‘report; but 
which, are stated in,so plain; forcible and lumihous a style, as al- 
most.tó-relieve the "undersigned from „the ; ;Recessity of amplifying 
the discussion of the snbject. - While adverting 4o this point, the 
undersigned are -constrained by a sense of candor, to express a de-

„Of his message as relates to a^ national bank. n the contrary, so 
“far, from finding any words, which gan be wrested ‘by the most tortu- 
‘ous cónstruction, into an expression of the opinion imputed by said 
report to the governor, the undersigned discover in the express dec- 
larations and general tenor of his message,-the expression ofan en-' 
tirely opposite opinion. He expressly declares that the establish- 
ment ofa national bank a£ some short period, is much relied on as 


. promising the most éfficient and speedy corrective for the existing 


_ evils and distress. But the time necessary for’ carrying into’effect 


so imporlant a measure, the objections to be overcome, together 
with thégreay difficulty of settling the details of the charter, ali 

conspire to place such an anticipation upon @ fond "hope rather than 
any well founded robability. How the majority of this. committee 
could hive drawn. oe these iords,the “plain and palpableinference” 
that-éhe- ~ governor. .* Iooks to a national bank as the meang of ena- 
bling our citizens.to realize’ another crop,” is to the undersigned 
wholly inexplicable bý any-fair process of yatiogination, or indeed 
upon.any other than, «the supposition, that. the majority o of this.com- 
mittee belong either fo that-class of “politicians, who see things 
that are not,” or to.that otlier class of wholesale reasoners, (so hap- 
pily described by Mr. Locke,) as those who “see alid lle, presume à 
great deal, and then jump to a conclusion." : "The undersigned 
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would not have dwelt so long on this point, were it not that said re- 
port makes it appearthat the only reason assigned by the governor, 
in favor of a national bank, is the one so incorrectly imputed to him 
in said report. The undersigned cannot recognize, as belonging to 
any legitimate mode of warfare, the course-of argument by which 
the authors of said report have sought to destroy the governor's rea- 
soning in favor of a national bank. They have ingeniously built 
up an army of shallow and fanciful reasons, the mere effigies of their 
own imagination, at which they tilt with all their chivalry; and af- 
ter routing and dispersing this unreal host, they claim, with trium- 
phant shouts, victory over an institution which has not had one 
authorized soldier employed in the engagement. ‘The undersigned 
are willing to leave them all the glory of so bloodless and unprofita- 
ble a conquest, and will take leave of tbis portion of the report -by 
again expressing their decided approbation of the reasons assigned 
by the governor in his message in favor of a national bank, by 
means of which will be insured * a sound, uniform currency, at 
home and abroad.” 

'The undersigned believe that the tenth article of the amendments 
to the constitution of the United States, which declares that the 
powers not delegated to the United States, nor prohibited to the 
States, shall belong to the States respectively or to the people, “is 
merely declaratory of what had ever been the rule of construction 
previous to the adoption- of said amendment; no maii was at any 
time so hardy as to contravert the principle thus declared. But 
while we admit that powers not delegated to the government are 
reserved to the people of the States respectively, yet we claim for 
congress, under the 17th article of thé section o£ the constitution, 
in which their powers are clearly defided and enumerated, the pow- 
er * to make alllaws which shall be necessary and proper to carry 
into executiomthe foregoing powers, and all other powers vested 
by the constitution in the government of the United States, or in 
any department thereof’ ‘The clause last quoted is of the same 
force and authority as the one first quoted, and they would be whol- 
ly repugnant to and irreconcilable with éach other, without a more 
fair and liberal interpretation of them than the one assumed by the 
majority of this committee in their said report. i 

‘Taken together, these two articles require that the power claim- 
ed by congress shall either be expressly delegated to them by the 
constitution, or that it shall be such a power as is proper and ne- 
cessary for carrying into execution some one of the powers thus del- 
egated. "n i 

In the third artic - of.the Sth section of the constitution, enumer- 
ating the powers of congress, it is declared they shall have power, 

_ to regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among-the several 
states; and in article 5th, of the same section, the power “to coin 
money and regulate the value thereof, and of foreign coin,” is like- 
wise conferred. Had it been intended, as has been asserted by 
high authority, to restrict congress in the exercise ofthe power to

regulate commerce to the mode provided in the power of coining 
money, and regulating the value thereof, the fifth article here 
quoted, would have been amply sufficient to confer the power this 
restricted, without the additional words contained in the third arti- 
cle by which that power is obviously extended. If, then, congress 
are not restricted in the exercise of their power “to regulate com- 
merce among the several states? to the means fürnished by the 
power of *coining money;? orin other words, unless the consti. 
tution meant to declare that “ coining money” was the only “ prop- 
er and necessary” means of regulating commerce—a means which 
the framers of that constitution certainly knew to be wholly inade- 
quate to the end—then, of necessity, congress must éxercise such 
powers, and empioy such other means as may be actually ** proper 
and necessary? to carry into execution the power to “regulate com- 
merce? Yn this dilemma, the right of judging whether the inciden- 
tal power proposed to be exercised by congress, is necessary and 
proper to carry into execution the power to * regulate commerce,” 
must reside in some department of the government; otherwise the 
government would be virtually at an end, and the execution of even 
expressly delegated powers would be defeated. Upon svhom can 
the right of judging this question descend with so much propriety 
as upon the congress of the United States, who are the immediate 
representatives of the states.and of the people, and who in giving. 
their votes for or against any measure submitted to them, merely af 
ford, by their united voices, & solemn and conclusive testimony of 
the will of the people. If, in the exercise of this right, they should 
infringe the constitution; or violate the will of their constituents, 
the constitution has pliceds corrective power in the executive 
head, which it is well known, has been herctofore exercised to its 
fullest extent. If, however, even this check should prove ineffec- 
tual, then the supreme court of the United States, consisting of the 
purest hearts and best heads, are required to interpcse their sacred 


authority, and rescue the constitution from the hands of its destroyers. 


itis also worthy of consideration, that for a long series of years 
the power to create and uphold a national bank'has been continually 
exercised with the concurrence of all the presidents; not excepting 
even that inflexible chieftain, who counts among the most brilliant 
of his Herculian labors the destruction of the “old monster,” which 
he slew with the “veto” club. In his first, and several successiye 
messages, General Jackson recommended the creation of a national 
bank, with certain modifications and amendments; and in his mes- 
sage vetoing the bill to recharter the old national bank, he declares 
that, had congress consulted him, he would have furnished to, them 
a model which he would approve. His objéctions, therefore,. did 
not go to the constitutionality of the charter, but only to ifs form. 
It is, therefore, the opinion of the undersigned that, according to a 
fair and liberal interpretation of the coustitution of the United States, 
as established and sanctioned by a series of concurrent decisions, 
by every department of government,, the congress of the United 
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States have power to charter a national bank, withont transcending 
their limited sphere of action. — . zs fy - 

The undersigned believe that an`institution which has existed for 
a series of years, without doing a single injury to our republic, does 
not, as is alleged in said report, tend to produce either “consolida- 
tion or anarchy.” If it has the power to do evil, experience has 
shown it to be its interest only to do good. As well might we con- 
demn the elements of fire, air, and water, by the enjoyment of . 
which we “live, move, and have our being," because they sometimes. 
become, in the hands of an inscrutable deity, engines of destruction- 
And sources of pestilence. and death, as to denounce an institution 
by whose aid our commerce has been expanded and our wealth aug- 
mented, with a rapidity unequalled in the example of any other na- 
tion, because its power, if perverted to illegitimate uses; might pro- 
duce great national distress. That such misfortunes may occur, is 
a melancholy truth which the fate of almost every human institution 
has heretofore too truly attested; but we must be content so to legis- 
late as to secure the greatest possible good, with the fewest possible 
evils. None but a visionary sciolist can ever seriously expect to 
realize the enjoyment of a human institution perfect in its character, 
and purged of the imperfections which cling mhorenily to every 
earthly thing. 

It appears to the undersigned that the instances by which the ma- - 
majority of this committee have sought to illustrate the dangerous 
effects which will follow, in direful procession, the exercise by 
congress of the right to judge, when the exercise of any power 
not prohibited in the constitution is “proper and necessary,” are ` 
exceedingly infelicitous, both in point of fact and in their applica- 
tion to tlie subject under consideration. 1t is apprehended by the 
authors of said report, that the abolitionists of the north would be 
enabled, under this rule of construction, to carry into effect their 
nefarious schemes under the cloak of the constitution. The appre- 
hensions of the majority of this committee are founded in the fol 
lowing singular pfocess of reasoning: “The abolition of slavery,” 
say they, “is not expressly prohibited in any of the States where it 
exists, and among the enumerated powers of the general govern- 
ment, is one authorizing it to provide for the general welfare and com- 

"mon defence: Suppose then the abolitionists should, under pre~ 
“tence of carrying into execution this power to provide for the gen- 
eral welfare, think it ‘necessary and proper’ io abolish slavery, 
would it not be competent for them to, do so, or how is this -case 
distinguishable from that now under consideration?” i 

The undersigned discover, in the reasoning here displayed, in ad- 
dition to the faculty elsewhere alluded to, of “seeing things which 
are not,” the infirmity of “not seeing things which are.” In form- 
ing a conclusion as startling to every slaveholder, as it doubtless 
will be grateful and encouraging to all abolitionists, the majority of 
the committee Jiave committed one great error, in assuming the fact 
that “the abolition of slavery is not expressly prohibited” in the con- 
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stitution. In the3d article of the second section of the constitution, 
it is provided that representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned 
among the several States, according to their respective numbers, 
which shall he determined by adding to the whole numberof free 
persons three-fifths of all other persons. Here the words all other 
persons, are used in direct contradistinction to the term free persons;. 

and would, even if unexplained by the history, of the circumstances ` 
under which our constitution was formed, clearly indicate that class 
of population denominated “slaves.” Here then is contained not 
only an express recognition of slavery, but it is even made a part 
and parcel of the constitution itself, It could not, therefore, be de- 
stroyed without destroying at the same time that clause of the con- 
stitution which fixes and regulates the basis of federal representation. 
It must be evident then, that the assumption contained in the report 
of a majority of said committee, that the abolition of slavery is not 
prohibited, is an opinion which not even the abolitionists, whose 
ingenuity is sharpened by animosity against the south, have ever 
vet had the effroutery to assert; and the honor of its discovery belongs 
exclusively to the sharpsighted jurists of the State of Mississippi. 
The undersigned, however, entertain very little doubt that when the 
abolitionists read the opinion thus asserted in a southern legislature, 
by which the strong barrier to their machinations is swept ayay, they 
will exclaim, in the tones of mock compliment which Gratiano ad- — 
dressed to the Jew, 7 i 


* A Daniel come to judgment, yea a Daniel" 
I thank thee, Jew, for giving me that word.” 


And should the enemies of slavery ultimately succeed in wrest- 
ing from us the rights of property, so cautiously guarded by our 
constitution, we will, like the dying eagle, feel the bitterness of our 
fate aggravated by the reflection, that we fall pierced by an arrow 
which has been fledged with a feather from our own wings. 

Another imporlant error contained in. said report, to which the 
undersigned would-call the attention of this House, consists in the 
assertion, that congress have the power,'and might, under the pre- 
tence of levying taxes to defray the expenses of a war, incorporate 
a company with the exclusive privilege of navigating the Mississippi 
for fifty years, in consideration of a bonus of twenty-five millions of 
doliars, to be paid by said company to- the general government. 
Had the majority of the committee examined the act of congress, 
providing for the admission of the State of Mississippi into the 
Union, (Revised Code page 538,) they would have found the follow- 
ing words, “The river Mississippi and thenavigable rivers and waters 
leading into the same, or into the Gulf of Mexico, shal] be common 
highways and forever free, as well fo the inhabitants of Mississippi 
as to all the other citizens of the United States.” Here then, by a 
solemn legislative enactment, the free enjoyment of the návigation 
of the Mississippi river is forever secured, and indeed incorporated 
among the conditions on which the State of Mississippi was ad- 
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mitted into the Union. The errors and misconceptions of said re- 
port are here alluded to, merely to show that it abounds too much 
with these, imperfections to form the political koran, to which like 
faithful musslemen, we should conform all our opinions and actions, 
The undersigned eannot forbear to express their su rprise, thatafter 
the lessons of experience which have lately been inculcated, any 
doubt should be entertained as to the expediency of establishing a 
national bank. When we compare the state of prosperity which at- 
tended the whole period of its successful operation, wi ith the general 
calamities which resulted frófn the destruction of its charter—when. 
we reflect that she has stood invulnerable, against the vain but unre- 
lenting blows 'of a powerful government, and that her credit has sur- 
vived the disasters by which all other monied corporations have been: 
prostrated—that the State of Pennsylvania, by whose enlightened 
councils this institution has been adopted and cherished within her 
own limits, is enjoying comparative ease and opulence, amidst all the 
surrounding monuments of ruin and distress, exhibited in other | 
States of this Union, the undersigned cannot but ask, “ what 
better evidence of its utility and experience can be required l 
even. by its; most uncompromising enemies?” It may be a. 
monster in nature, but like the wolf that suckled the youthful Rom- . 
ulus, it has kíndly 5stered us in our infancy and enabled us to found 
a free and mighty empíre, whose commerce is coextensive with the 
habitable globe: 
The undersigned think, that facts justify the opinion that hada 
national bank, with branches distributed among. the western and 
southern states, existed at the time when the great embarrassments of 
the country first commenced, the catastrophe which overwhelmed us 
might have been prevented. The parent bank at Philadelphia would

toitsrelief. In most iostances however, where specie was required. 
from. the state ‘banks, individuals would have been satisfied with 
éhecks of the United. States branch banks. The effect of these 
operations would have.been,to check the sudden panic which was 
produced by the failure of the state banks—confidence would have 
been restored between'man and man, and the streams of commerce 
would have flowed on equally and tranquilly in their accustomed 
channels. 
The undersigned hope, that the importance o of the subject will 
plead as an excuse for the prolixity of their report. They deeply 
sympathize in the distresses of thé country, and feel anxious to re- 
lieve such of their fellow citizens as have been stranded by the vio- 
lence'of the late tempest, which has desolated the nation. “Amidst 
all the tage of the elements, upon the roaring billows which are 
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covered with the splinters of every other bark, we see that good 
old ship the national bank, featlessly and successfully weathering the 
storm 2 i ? 
** Against the wind, against the waves, -

As te the security of the maturing and suspended debt, 
the number cf names ef wealthy individuals usually con- 
sidered good can be no criterion, asthe same names occur 
oflen and for large amounts, as security for commission 
merchanis who have long since failed, and if the indor- 
sers were compelled fo pay, it would bankrupt them all. 
Those endorsements have been made to large sums by 
power of attorney, held by the commission merchants them- 
selves, hence the probability is, that the individuals whose 
names have been thus used are not aware of the extent of 
dheir Habilities. —

The Government funds e$ 
came into our possession subsequently to the passage of the — 
distribution act of Congress of 1836, and the necessity of. 
making provisions for carly payment was apparent. The o 
bank therefore immediately commenced providing a large 
amount of exchange, principally on the northern cities, with 
n view to meet every call of the treasury department with- 
out delay, and with the determination to pay over the whole 
amount due inall the year 1837, The amount so provided ex- 
ceeded the sum of $2,000,000, of which about $1,800,000, 
was unexpectedly protested and returned, in consequence of 
the sudden reverses of last year, and has since been incor- 
porated into our bills receivable, with such security as was 
satisfactory to eur board of directors; most of these, being 
of the best character as to security, will have been paid 
during the present season to ihe extent required, which is. 
one-third of the amount; the remaining two-thirds are de- 
ferred, to give the payers the advantage of another crop. 

The suspended debt was greatly increased during the 
autumn, from 4he influence of two causes, independent of 
any wantof ability to pay the amount required from debtors 
to the bank, viz. the maturity of notes at of earlier period 
than planters (particularly those residing in the interior of © 
the State) could make their cotton crops available in the .

To the House of Representatives of the State of Mississippi: 

The bills to incorporate the Yalobusha and Tallahatchie 
railroad and banking company, and to amend an aet to in- 
corporate a railroad company,.to be styled the Yazoo rail- 
road company, having been submitted to my consideration, 
and duly examined, I feel constraine® to return them to the 
House in which they originated. 

These bills, if enacted, will increase the banking capital 
of the State six hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and, by 
their provisions, can go into operation with a greater part 
of their stock taken by securities on realestate. ]t may 
well be questioned, whether the construction of railroads 
and the business of banking can be blended with advantage, 
either to the stockholders or the people of the State, The 
experiment was first tried in this State in 1834. Since that 
time many such companies have been chartered; and the 
inducement for the grant, was always the making of rail- 
roads. Several of these companies have been subsequently 
relieved in part, and one of them entirely, from all obliga- 
tion to make the required improvement. © 

The bills before me were presented this morning at 1l 
o'clock, and as the Legislature adjourns this evening, Isub- 
mit extracts from my message to the Senate, returning the 
. bill to incorporate the real estate banking company of Co- 
lumbus, Mississippi. 'The objections urged will apply to 
. the bills before me. ` . 

“On the first of January, 1836, five banks existed in the 
State, with a nominal capital of about twelve millions of 
dollars, and less than nine millions of actual capital. 
Now there are twenty-four banks, with nominal capitals 
amounting to sixty-two millions five hundred and twelve 
* thousand dollars, and their capital paid in amounts to 
eighteen millions eight hundred and eighty-four thou- 
sand three hundred and forty dollars. "When the Union 
Bank gets into complete operation, as well as several 
others, which will soon commence business, our banking 
capital actually paid in wil amount io more than forty 
millions of dollars—an amount far beyond the actual wants 
of the people of the State. Most of the banks are authori- 
zed to issue three times the amount of their several capitals, 
and should they ever exercise their powers to ibe full ex- 
tent in that particular, their paper would be little better 
than the old continental money. Political economists dif- 
fer as to the extent of the circulating medium necessary td 
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$upply the wants of a State—none however contend for 
more than a fifth of the value of the annual products of the 
country; while others suppose, that one dollar of circula- 
tion is sufficient for thirty of product. The present circu- 
lation of the State is less than seven millions of dollars, and 
cannot be increased without depreciating our currency still 
mores 7 

" ss Companies organized on principles similar to those un- 
der consideration, could under no circumstances keep in 
circulation paper money convertible on demand into specie. 
Banks can only loan capital—they can never create it. 
The circulation aud value of paper mouey depends mainly 
on its convertibility iato specie—not entirely on the ulti- 
ate sol¥ency of the corporation issuing it, as is generally 
supposed. 

* The faith of the government was pledged for the re- 
demption of the conlinental money—it was made receiv- 
able in payment of all public dues, and a severe penalty 
imposed on all who refused to receive it, in payment of 
debts, at its nominal value. Every additional issue caused 


a further depreciation, and eventually it became worthless, - 


and has not been redeemed to this day. 

* These are limes to be met; not followed. I cannot co- 
operate with the Legislature in chartering more banks— 
more especially when they are based upon principles emi- 
nently calculated to depreciate still more the currency— 
procrastinating for years the resumption of specie pay- 
ments—destroy confidence—break up the standard of value, 
and weigh down the planting and commercial interests, by 
the intolerable evils of a fluctuating depreciated currency. 

* The high respect which I entertain for the Legislature, 
as well as an anxious desire to harmonize with the imme- 
diate representatives of the people, would induce me on 
,ordinary occasions to yield my individual opinion; but 
when measures are submitted for my approval, which, if 
carried into effect, wonld as I conscientiously believe inflict 
evils irreparable, I cannot give them my official approval 
" without violating my duty to my constituents, the people 
of the State.

To the House of Representatives 

Of the State of Mississippi: 

The bill to amend the act entitled “An act authorizing 
the banks in this State to issue post notes, and for other 
purposes,” was presented by the committee on enrolled bills, 
this morning at eleven o'clock. The Legislature having 
resolved to adjourn this day, precludes me from giving the 
bill and the principles involved in iis passage such an ex- 
amination as the magnitiide of the subject demands. The 
evil of a deprecated inconvertable currency are universally 
admitted, and its existence is denied by no one—my views 
in elation to its improvement were freely communicated to 
the people during the canvass preceding my election, and 
frankly made known to the Legislature, on the day of my 
installation; but have met with little favor, judging from 
the bill before me. 

The Legislatare has the right tọ regulate the emissions 
of paper currency, and as our's is now more depreciated 
than that of any other State in the Union, I indulged the 
hope that energetic measures would have received the 
sanction of the Legislature, tending to restore the currency 
to a sound and healthy state. ; 

The bill before me removes the only barrier to an issue 
of paper money to the amount of more than one hundred 
million of dollars, should the restraint in the way of interest 
be removed. * 

The bil amendatory to the Grand Gulf bank charter, 
makes that corporation, together with all other banking in- 
stitutions in this State, liable to have their notes put on in- 
terest, at the rate of twelve and a half per cent. per annum. 
This clause is obligatory on all the banks in the State, and 
is the great barrier against over issues—should it be re- 
moved or suspended, our currency would be left entirely at 
the discretion, and made dependent on the management of 
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twenty-four banks, acting without concert and subject to - 
no control. In Massachusetts the banks are liable to have 
their notes put on interest at twenty-four per cent., and in 
Pennsylvania at twelve; in several other States the interest 
is equally high, yet no party advocates in those States a re- 
peal or suspension of these salutary provisions. None of 
the bank charters in this State, subject them to twelve 
and a half per cent. or any other specific damages, and 
should the bili before me become a law, it would not have 
the operation intended by the Legislature. if our banking 
system cannot be made better we should be cautious about 
putting it in the power and making it the interest of even 
a portion of the banks to make it worse. 

No people have ever been.as indulgent to their banking 
intitutions as the Mississippians, but public attention is now 
awakened, and the time is not far distant when they will 
be called to a severe account and existing abuses corrected. 

Most of the States in the Union have already commenced 
a rigid scrutiny into the affairs of their banks, and are de- 
vising salutary reforms; as these are perfected in other 
- States, their currency will get sound and our’s worthless. 

Years will be required to free us from the embarrassments 
consequent on the continued depreciation of our circulating 
medium, and thousands of our most industrious and enter- 
prizing citizens will be involved in hopeless bankruptcy. 

Borrowing money does not pay debts, it merely substi- 
tutes one creditor for another; the debt remains to be paid 
out of the produce of the soil. 

Our banks have the control of most of the cotton crop of | 
the State, if they use it in good faith, and carry out the 
great object of their creation, the public good, they will be 
fully able to redeem their issues, and restore: to the people 
the inestimable blessings of a sound currency, convertible 
at all times and received in payment-of all demands.
